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Assassinated. 


The Murderer is a German 
Named Oscar Solinger, 


Slays the General Near the 
Presidential Palace. 


Vice-President Cabrera Succeeds to 
the Vacant Office—Morales Sent 
for from Mexico—No Revolution- 
ary Movement Discovered, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The Herald’s 
correspondent gn Guatemala reports 
the assadsination of President José 
Maria Reina Barrios, President of the 
Guatemalan Republic. The dispatch 


Maria Reyna Barrios of Guatemala 
created considerable excitement in this 
city today, as both the murdered 
President and his wife were well-known 
here, and also because a number of 
San Francisco merchants have exten- 
sive interests in that republic. 

To the little colony of refugees who 
fled from Guatemala some months ago 
and located in thie city, to escape the 
wrath of the dictator, the announce- 
ment was not so surprising, as the in- 
surgents threatened some time ago to 
kill Barrios before the expiration of 
his term on March 15. 

At the time of his election to the 
Presidency, Barrios was residing tem- 
porarily in this city, and during their 
year’s reciidence ‘here, he and his wife, 
an American lady, whom he married 
in New Orleans, made many staunch 
friends. Mrs. Barrios was in San Fran- 
disco when her husband proclaimed 
himself dictator in June last, ostensibly 
en route to Europe, but she did not 
cros# the Atlantic, and soon after the 
news of his proclamation had been re- 
ceived here she returned to Guate- 
mala, 

Private dispatches were received here 
today from Prospero Morales, formerly 
leader insurgents in Guatemala, 
to the effect that he was en route to 
this city. He had been informed of the 
death of Barrios, but disclaimed all 
knowledge of the assassination. 

NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—M. Arriaga, 
the Guatemalan Minister to the United 
States, this afternoon received an offi- 
cial cablegram from the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs at Guatemala, an- 
neincing the assassination of President 
Barrios and the succession to the Presi- 
dency of Vice-President Manuel Es- 
trada Cabrera. No details whatever 
were given.

MORALES FOR PRESIDENT. 


Summoneéa From Mexico—Takes the 
Reitis of Government. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 10.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] News has reached here 
that Gen. Prospero Morales,, formerly 
Secretary. of War under Barrios, and 
later head of the wnsuccessful rebel- 
lion against the Dictator, has been de- 
the President of Guatemala, 
succeeding to the office made vacant 
by the assassination of Barrios. Gep 
Morales is preparing to leave at oncé 
for Guatemala, and tonight gave the 
foll6wing statement to the Two Re- 
publics: 

“IT have this day received telegraphic 
news from Guatemala relative to the 
death of Gen. José Maria Reina Bapr- 
rios, President of Guatemala. As a 
citizen of Guatemala and a member of 
the Republican panty of that country, 
I sincerely regret his tragic end, first, 
as the honor of the country is stained 
by a crime, second, as a loyal opponent 
wf Gen. Barrios. ,1 would have pre- 
erred to have met him in fair fight 
and defeated him on the field of battle. 
Nevertheless, as this is an inevitable 
fact, much to my regret, the responsi- 
ble parties only are those who, through 
their antipatriotic sentiments, contrib- 
uted to blind the man who has now 
passed away, by his death obscuring 
the true situation of that country. 

“As yet I have not received detailed 
facts as to how Gen. Barrios met 
death, but whatever they may be, lI 
both deplore and condemn the crime 
as it reflects upon civilization and dis- 
honors my native country. | was a 
personal friend of Gen. Barrios, and al- 
though I afterward was his political 
opponent, I would have preferred many 
manv times to have seen him die on 
the field of battle fighting for the lib- 
erty of Guatemala.” 

Morales will probably issue a mani- 
festo tomorrow. 


NEWS AT SAN FRANCISCO, 


Dead Ruler and Wife Well 
Known in That City. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9.—A special 
cablegram to the Evening Post from 
San José de Guatemala this morning 
announces that President Barrios has 
been assassinated, but that calm now 
prevails. 
CAUSED SOME EXCITEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9.—The news

City, the capital, where President Bar- 
rios has lived and the government de- 
partments are carried on. It added 
that entire calm prevailed. This last 
‘assurance, coupled with the immediate 
Succession of the first Vice-President, 
in accordance with the methods of the 
country, is a special source of gratifi- 
cation to the Guatemalan officials here, 
and to some extent alleviates the shock 
with which they received the news of 
the tragedy. 

The relations between the late Presi- 
dent and the Guatemalan Minister at 
Washington, Sefior Lazo Arriaga, were 
much more than of an official charac- 
ter. They were close friends, and the 
death of the President at the hands of 
an asseassin comes as a personal be- 
reavement to the Minister. Sefior Ar- 
riaga. said Sefior Barrios was a man of 
wide attainments and marked executive 
ability. He was 42 years cf age. ‘The 
six-year term of service for which he 
was elected terminates March 15 next, 
but the National Congressional Aseem- 
bly had already extended this term for 
a further four years. 

The new President, Mr. Caberera, is 
a man of prominence in Guatemala, 
and is one of two chosen by the Con- 
Sress to fill the Presidency in case of 
vacancy. The system of the country is 
different from that of the United 
Siates, there being no Vice-President 
elected with the President. The dutv 
of filling the executive chair devolves 
on the Congressiona] branches, Accord. 
ingly, two Vice-Presidents were se- 
lected some time ago. When the ex- 
citement has passed a Presidential eler- 
tion may be held. 

HI: CAREER. 
{ASSOCIATED I'RESS Day REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Gen. Don José 
Maria Reina Barrios, President of the 
Republic of Guatemala, was born in San 
Marcos in 1859 He was a nephew of 
the former President, Justo Rufino 
Barrios, who was killed\in 1885. The 
general was educated abroad, and after 
his collegiate course he made a trip 
round the world. In his ideas he was 
always liberal, and when the Conserva- 
tive party was ousted-he was a close 
adherent to his uncle’s princinles. In 
the ensuing war of federation, the pur- 
pose of which wars the unification of 
the Central American states, the wen- 
eral was placed in Command of a di- 
Vision of the Liberal troops. During 
the war of 1885, when his uncle the 
President, was killed, the general suc- 
ceeded him as commandé@er of the forces. 
Later on,.when President RBarrillas was 
in control, he banished the young gen- 
eral from Guatemala, and he went di- 
rect’ to. California, residing in san 
Francisco for about a year. Nine. years 
ago. Gen. Barrios was Consul jn Ham- 
burg, Germany. In 1892 he succeeded 
Parrillas as President, his term of office 
(ix years) expiring in March of this 
year. Last June he publicly declared 
himself dictator of Guatemala. His 
partisans say that under his adminis- 
tration the country prospered and de- 
veloped extensively.

NO DIPLOMAT. 


De Lome Wrote a Very 
Foolish Letter, 


This Government Will Dispense 
With His Presence, 


Minister Woodford Instrueted to 
Notify Spain. 


The Spanish Representative De- 
clines to Deny the Authorship 
of the Epistiec Criticising Presi- 
dent McKinley. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The publi- 
cation in the morning newspapers of 
what is supposed to be an autograph 
letter written by Sefior de Lome, the 
Spanish Minister, to his friend, Canal- 
ejas, criticising the President with the 
utmost freedom, caused a sensation in 
official Washington, and soon will be 
followed by Minister de Lome’s de- 
parture from the United States. 

At the outset there was a disposition 
to question the authenticity of the let- 
ter, but as, bit by bit, the circumstan- 
tial evidence accumulated until it was 
finally announced officially that the 
Minister declined to deny~the authen- 
ticity of the letter, all doubt was dissi- 
pated and the only question that re- 
mained was as to the line of action to 
be pursued by our government toward 
the offending Minister. The writing of 
this letter is unquestionably an offense 
against the amenities of diplomatic re- 
lations, and such offenses have almost 
invariably been regarded in the United 
States, as in other capitals, as sufficient 
grounds for the termination of the offi- 
cial status of the letter-writer. 

As soon as the letter appeared in the 
press, the State Department officials 
began an effort to settle its authen- 
ticity, and when it had learned all that 
could be developed on this point, and 
had been told that the Minister him- 
self refused to deny writing it, the 
consideration of the next step began. 
Assistant Secretary Day was in consul- 
tation with fMe PreSident on the subject 
at least four times during th. official 
Gay, and then spent much time in 
framing his message to United States 
Minister Woodford at Madrid. The offi- 
cial statement of the sending of this 
message was accompanied by a dec- 
lination to indicate its contents at this 
time, the department merely giving to 
the press the following statement: 

“Minister de Lome does not deny 
writing the letter. This department 
has communicated with Gen. Woodford 
on the subject. Until that communi- 
cation reaches the Spanish govern- 
ment, it would be improper to in any 
manner state the contents of the mes- 
sage to Gen. Woodford.”’ 

While the department refused to add 
to this meager announcement, it can 
be stated without question that Minis- 
ter Woodford was directed to lay the 
facts developed before the Spanish 
government, together with the state- 
ment that, in view of the Minister's 
refusal to deny the authorship of the 


letter, the Spanish government is 
looked to with confidence to deal with 


the case properly. This amounts to 
an invitation to recall the Minister, 
presuming that he himself has not al- 
ready taken steps to vacate his posi- 
tion. 

No doubt is entertained of a compli- 
ance with their implied suggestion, but 
in case there should be undue delay in 
acting, the State Department would 
feel called upon to move directly in 
the matter and give the Minister his 
passport, as was done in the case of 


Sir Jplian Pauncefote’s predecessor, 
who ‘wrote the celebrated Murchison 
letter. 


OBJECTIONABLE PARAGRAPHS. 
De Lome Thought He Was Running 
the Government. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.-—-The follow- 
ing are the objectionable paragraphs 
in the letter written by Minister de 
Lome to José Canalejas, editor of El 

Heraldo de Madrid: 

“The message has undeceived the in- 
surgents, who expected something else, 
and has paralyzed the action of Con- 
gress, but I consider it bad. Besides 
the natural and inevitable coarseness 
with which he repeats all thatthe 
press and public opinion of Spain has 
said against Weyler, it shows once 
more what McKinley is—weak and ca- 
tering to the rabbie, and, besides, a low 
politician, who desires to leave the door 
open to me and to stand well with the 
jingoes of his party. Nevertheless, as 
a matter of fact, it will only depend 
on ourselves whether he will prove bad 
and adverse to us. 

‘I agree entirely with you that with- 
out military success nothing will be ac- 
complished there, and without military 
and political success -there is here al- 
ways danger that the insurgents -will 
be encouraged, if not by the govern- 
ment, at least by part of public opin- 
ion. 

“It would be most important that 
you should agitate the question of com- 
mercial relations, even though it would 
be only for effect, and you should send 
here a man of importance in order that 
I might use him to make a propaganda 
among the Senators and others in cppo- 
sition to the junta, and to.win over 
exiles.”’ 

STANDING BY DE LOME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGUT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb 9.—Sefior de 
Lome received a number of callers dur- 
ing the day, and those sustaining a 
close relation to him he did‘not ques- 
tion the authenticity of the published 
letter, making it clear that he would 
scorn the subterfuge of a denial for 
purposes of expediency. The only ques- 
tion raised was as to the accuracy of 
translation, for the published transia- 
tions gave a severity to some of the ex- 


pressions on the President which were’ 


regarded as designed to magnify the 
actual statements. Among the Minis- 
ter’s friends, the act of stéaling a con- 
fidential letter and making it public 
was considered as more reprehensible 
than the writing of the letter itself. 

It was the general impression among 
the Minister’s associates of the Diplo- 
matic Corps that while the publication 
disclosed a grave impropriety, yet it 
was one that might happen to any one 
of them in the course of their confi- 
dential communications in which the 
greatest freedom of expression is used, 
in order to convey a full understanding 
of an international question.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—For more 
than three hours today the Senate 
chamber rang with eloquent appeals in 
behalf of the Cuban insurgents. Ane 
nounced speeches were delivered by Mr. 
Cannon of Utah and Mr. Mason of Iili- 
mois in advocacy of the adoption of 
resolutions which they presented to the 
Senate yesterday. Fellowing Mr. 
non’s spcech, Mr. Hale of Maine ad<- 
dressed the Senate briefly, urging it 
to uphold the policy of the administra- 
tion. 

The galleries were packed with peo; 
ple, who were aware that this would 
be a ficld day of Cuban oratory. While 
‘tr. Cannon was speaking a sensational 
incident occurred. A member of the 
House of MRepresemtatives, standing 
near the speaker, audibly denounced as 
a lie, seemingly, some statement Mr. 


Cannon had made. Mr. Cannon, pale 
with feeling, made reply to what at the 
moment seemed an insult, but which 
was subsequently. satisfactorily ex- 
plained.

Hicuse was increased tolay when the 
House, by a vote of 143 to 113, umseated 
Mr. Plowman of Alabama, a Demo- 
crat, giving the seat to Mr. Aldrich, a 
Republican.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—SENATE.-< 
In anticipation of speeches to be de- 
livered on the relations of the United 
States and Spain concerning the Cuban 
war; a subject of intens>: interest to @ 
majority of Americans, the galleries 
were crowded at an early hour today. 
Indeed, the public galleres were filled 
before the Senate convened at 12 
o'clock, andthe reserved galleries filled 
rapidly soon after noon. The interest 
was quite evidently not confined to the 
people in the galleries. When the Vice- 
President's tell, opeulng the ses- 
sion, a neticeably larger number of 
Senators Were present than is usual so 
early in the day, the notice givem yes- 
terday by beth Senator Cannon of 
Utah and Senator Masen of Illinois that 
they would address the Senate upon 
resolutions they had introduced, 
served as the enagnet to draw Senators 
from their committee rooms early. 

Rev. Dr. Myers of Lendon, Eng., of- 
fered the invocation at the opening of 
the session. Mr. Butler of North Caroe- 
lina presented an amendment to the 
Constitution, enabling Cengress to lay 
and collect an income tax. Mr. Allen 
presented and secured the adoption of 
a resolution directing the Committee 
on Judiciary to investigate and report 
to the Senage whether the order plac- 
ing the «mployés of the mrinting office 
in the classified service is proper. 

Mr. Morrill of Vermont calid up bis 
joint »sesoluticn authorizing the building

The resolution offered by Mr. Cannon 
of Utah vesferday, urging the Presi- 
dent to notify Spain that if it fails to 
recognize the independence of Cuba 
before March 4 next, this government 


would then iecogniz the belligerent 
rigbts of the Cubans, and ninety days 
thereafter assert the indepvendence of 
‘he Cuban republic, was then laid 
fore the Senate, and Mr. Cannon wag 
recognized to speak on the resolution, 

Mr. Cannon, in opening his speech, 
read from a New York newspaper @ 
staternent in effect that the speeches to 
be delivered today would amount te 
mere talk, and nothing more harmful 
than talk would result from the present 
agitation of the Cuban question in the 
Senate. 

Mr. Cannon said it was not his pure 
pose—tiot the puimose « f those who he 
lieved with him—to disturb in any way 
the peace and welfare of the people af 
the United States. He did not, he said, 
desire to retiect unnecessarily upon the 
policy of the President, but there was a@

the administration into a position dif- 
ferent from its policy and involving 
the country in: 2 serous diculty. Mr 
Hale said th* administration had al. 
ready done much and had secured the 
release of every American citizen from 
prison in Cuba. The President had also 
taken steps Which had secured relief 
to the star, ing people of Cuba, ana 
had also secured the removal of Weye 
ler and his replacement by a mor hue 
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mane commander. The autonomy of 
Cuba had also been secured under @ 
oharter, he eaid, broader and ,more 
beneficent than was given any colo- 
nial government today. 

Mr. Hale denied that the people 
wanted war. It would have manifested 
itself in some way different than in- 
flammatory speeches on the floor of 
the Senate, if such a desire existed. 
There are a million unemployed men 
in the United States, but they are not 
going to Cuba. The Senator from 
Utah had no relatives or friends there. 
American citizens with English names 
were fighting in the ranks of the in- 
gurgents. No memper of the junta in 

jie country had ever set foot in Cuba. 

Mr. Mason of Illinois followed - Mr. 
Hale. He denied the assertion of Mr. 
Hale that there was an attempt to 


put the administration in leading 
strings. Mr. Mason declared that 
many people had gone from this 


eountry to Cuba, but added that the 
gessage of the administration had 
ghown that millions and millions had 
been spent by this government to 
prevent. men and munitions going to 
patriots’ aid, while not a dollar had 
been spent to prevent the shipments 
of unlimited arms to the Spaniards 
to murder innocent women and chil- 
dren. This was greeted with cheers 

m the lleries. 
Mason insisted that the United 
States had a right to interfere, and 
went into an argument upon the in- 
ternational law in the case. The dam- 
age to American, property rights was 
sufficient, he said, to invoke the Mon- 
roe doctrine in this case. Mr. Mason 
declared that if the United States 
ghould say tc Spain to stop the murder 
and starvation in Cuba, there would 
be no war. When Grover Cleveland told 
Bngiland, the strongest nation in the 
world, to arbitrate the Venezuelan 
question, she did so, and yet it was said 
Spain would not obey a similar in- 
junction. It was absurd, and if the 
United States said there should be 
peace, peace would follow. 

Mr. Mason read some letters, show- 
ing the condition of the straving women 


and children in Cul. ard eafd that 
while he was talkine t-shops 
and stock brokers wei: him in- 


suiting telegrams, teliing him to con- 
eider the effect of. his course upon the 
price of pork and other products, in 
his own State. 

“While women and_ children are 
starving.” he cried, “I will not be gov- 
erned. by the price of pork in Illinois. 

Continuing his description of Cuban 
conditions, Mr. Mason said: “This is 
war—Spenish war; the war which the 
Republican party promised to stop-— 
and I deny that any man is a better 
Repubii¢an than I, whether he lives in 
the White House or not. a 

“By what right of morals or ethics, 
asked Mr. Mason, ‘does this President 
of the United States appeal to the 
people of this country to feed the 
wards of Spain and deny them the right 
to send food, medicines and clothing 
to the starving insurgents?” 

He said autonomy was “ a gold brick 
which Spain had sold the President. 

Mr.: Mason closed at 3:40 p.m., by 
saying that Cuba was his only cause, 
anda while the island was struggling for 
freedom, he would not turn his eyes 
9000 miles to the west to occupy peace- 

islands. 

hers Cannon followed. These res- 
olutions,. he said, will strike men in 
Congress and men in high places in the 
administration. We had been told that 
a policy in the treatment of this Cuban 
question was to be inaugurated that 
would startle the country, but that 
policy has not yet been developed. 

“War,” continued Mr. Cannon, “is 
ended in Cuba. The war that there ex- 
fsted has developed into a brutal con- 
test of hunger.” 

Spain, he thought, had not the cour- 
age to pursue its operation against 
the patriots in the field. The govern- 
ment of Madrid was bankrupt, her 
greatest statesmen had passed away, 
andinthe conduct of the Cuban war,she 
had adopted a policy to subdue her ene- 
mies by bribery and starvation. Should 
the efforts of Spain succeed, the re- 
sult would be to saddle upon the peo- 
ple of Cuba the enormous debt of 
$400,000,000, a debt that has been in- 
curred in a vain effort to subdue the 
the spirit of liberty manifested by the 
Cuban patriots. 

After some discussion of the gen- 
eral features of the Cuban question, 
Mr. Cannon said: “I charge now that 
the purpose of the administration is in 
consonance with the wishes of the 
Spanish bondholders, and before peace 
is secured in Cuba, eecurity for the 
payment of that tremendous debt must 
be given by the bloodstained island. 
That, I say, appears to be the wish of 
the administration, and I may say, of 
Spain.” 


MORE OF CANNON’S ARGUMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In referring 
to the situation as it was presented 
when Mr. McKinley, ascumed the Pres- 
idency, Mr. Cannon said that it was 
almost an earthly omnipotence which 
the President possessed and possesses 
now. The recognition of the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents would have 
been of immense advantage at any time 
during the present war, but now such 
recognition would absolutely terminate 
‘the terrible struggle. Mr. Cannon 
thought it peculiarly significant that 
every Spaniard and every Spaniard 
sympathizer was opposed to the recog- 
nition of the belligerency of the Cuban 
patriots, while every Cuban had main- 
tained from the first that such recogni- 
tion would be of such advafitage as to 
enable them to wrest victory from whut 
otherwise might possibly be defeat. 

If the Chief Executive of this coun- 
iry had dreamed when he entered upon 
his duties of the power that was to 
be conferred by his oath upon him, it 
would scarcely have been possible for 
him to conceive of a greater oppor- 
tunity to set a people free than was 
then presented to him. His signature 
to a document would now set that peo- 
ple free. What is it that stays 
the hand of McKinley? We have 
waited long, but our waiting has been 
in vain, our cup of waiting is now full. 

A sensational imterruption of Mr. 
Cannon occurred. There was a buzz of 
conversation among the _ spectators, 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, who lined the inner walls of the 
Benate chamber, when Mr. Hale of 
Maine addressed the Vice-President. 
He expressed the hope that the order 
might be preserved and the rules of tne 
Genate strictly observed. Just as the in- 
terruption occurred Mr. Cannon had 
sade the statement that every rifle in 
the hands of the Cuban patriots had 
cost them $200. After quiet had been 
restored, Mr. Cannon, whose face was 
white as paper, and who was evidently 
painfully affected by his emotion, said: 

“I do not ordinarily object to re- 
marks of denial concerning statements 
which I make om this floor. However, 
to a statement which I just made, the 
audible comment was added that it was 
a@ Hie. I care less, Mr. President, for 
the remark than for the spirit which 
actuated it. I reassert it as a solemn 
truth that the Cuban patriots have 
paid $200 for every rifle they have in 
use in their army. These arms have 
come from the United States. Every 
railroad amd every. express company 
and every filibustering expedition which 
has landed munitions of war upon the 
=r of Cuba has taken its deadly 
toll.” 

The remark which Mr. Canmon re- 
ferred to came from a member of the 
House who was talking to another 
member just behind the Senator’s 


r. 
Mr. Cannon said that the present 
olicy was to hold the Cubans while 
pain dutraged and pillaged the is'and. 
beljleVe that one sirong,. brave 
word spoken in time will absolutely free 
Cube, and I am firmly of the belief that 
the result of such a word would not 
be war between the United States amr 


Mr. Hale followed Mr. Cannon with a 


motion to refer the Cannon resolution 


to the Committee on Forcign Relations, 
and with a speech deprecatory of the 
policy of a Congressional declaration 
on the Cuban question amd in support 
of the.course of the administration on 
that question. 

The Cannon and Mason resolutions 
were intended to put the administration 
in leading strings in its policy as to 
Cuba. They assume ihat the country 
cannot Wait upon the Executive, but 
are intended to drive the administra- 
tion into @ course fraught with danger 
and one which may involve the country 
in a conflict with a now friendly 
power. 

Mr. Hale also discussed the policy 
involved in the amendment to the 
Diplomatic Appropriation Bill which 
had been offered. by Mr. Allen. This 
amendment provides for the recogni- 
tion of Cuban belligerency. Taking up 
the policy of the administration,. Mr. 
Hale said that it bad been clearly out- 
lined in the President’s first message. 
The statement of policy then was made, 
he said, most clear and conctusive. The 
President had in his document laid 
down the chart of his conduct as to 
belligerency, and tad _ said that he 
would act if occasion should demand 
action on this part. 

As a matter of fact, the adminis- 
tration had acted and most effectively, 
and one of his acts had been in ref- 
utation of Mr. Cannon‘s assertion that 
there were many American citizens 
imprisoned in Cuba. Since the writ- 
ing of the message, the President had 
taken such a course as to secure the 
release of all American citizens from 
Cuban jails and there were none now 
left in durance in that country: but 
this was only one of the many ac- 
complishments of the administration 
in this field. The President had made 
an appeal for benefactions, and had 
secured the opening of the doors for 
the introduction of the aid our people 
have so freely sent. Furthermore, the 
commanding general, whose barbarous 
treatment had rendered him unpopular 
had heen removed at the President's 
instance. 

Still another result was the estab- 
lishment of autonomy which was a 
charter of human liberties, broader 
and déeper than is maintained any- 
where on the globe in a dependency 
by an Anglo-Saxon government. All 
this had been done, but the result of 
these efforts was still in the balance. 
Hence, in the face of these facts, in- 
flamatory resolutions were out of place, 
The Senate was not an inflammetory 
body, and would not be carried off fts 
feet. Nor did he agree with Mr. Can- 
non that the people at large wanted 
war. If our people really wanted to 
fight they could have gone to Cuba 
to do it. 

He asked, and paused for a reply, 
for the name of an American citizen 
with an English name, who had gone 
to fight in Cuba. Had the Utah Sena- 
tor in his mind the name of such a per- 
son? Of 250,000 old soldiers living, none 
had gone across the narrow strip of 
water that separated Cuba from the 
United States, to fight for the freedom 
of the island. It was ciear to the 
Maine Senator that the fight was to 
be made in the United States Senate, 
and there only. Mr. Hale controverted 
the idea that the administration had 
been cowardly in its treatment of the 
Cuban question, saying the resolution 
showed the contrary to be true. He 
closed with a motion to refer the reso- 
lution to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, which was done without 
division. 

Mr. Cannon again took the floor for 
a brief personal explanation bearing 
upon the scene in which he had par- 
ticipated. toward the close of his re- 
marks. He said the gentleman to whose 
utterances he had taken exception 
had explained to him that the utter- 
ances had reference to another sub 
ject. He was willing, he said, to ac- 
cept the explanation, as he had no 
doubt the Senate would. 

Mr. Mason of Illinois was then rec- 
ognized, and the expectancy of the 
great crowd which swelled the galleries 
was at the keenest pitch. He had 
waited this opportunity smilingly, and 
taking Occasional notes of Mr. Hale's 
speech. He stood in front of the Re- 
publican side of the chamber, occasion- 
ally stepping into the front area. There 
was a buzz of comment as he arose, 
and his resolution was read from the 
desk. He began to speak in an easy 
conversational way, but gradually 
warmed to the subject. He had hesi- 
tated long, he said, as he feared that 
by some incautious step he might in- 
jure rather than benefit the Cuban 
cause. But he was ready to make the 
step now, feeling that any blame must 
fall on him, for he assumed personal 
responsibility. 


“I deny the insinuation,” said he 
sharply, “that there is an effort to 
put the administration into leading 


strings.” 

He was a Republican, and he was 
proud of the patriotism of the Execu- 
tive. But, Mr. Mason said, he spoke 
his personal convictions on the cause 
of Cuba. The Senator from Maine 
(Mr. Hale) declared that no Ameri- 
can names could be cited in connec- 
tion with the Cuban cause, but at least 
two names could be given from pass- 
ing memory, Funston of Kansas and 
Raby, son of a well-known citizen of 
Missouri, Supplies and relief had been 
flowing to Cuba, and with them. the 
arms ani powder with «which the 
Spaniards were to kill the women and 
children of Cuba. 

“f am charged with seeking war,” 
exclaimed the Senator, “but my reso- 
lution is for peace. One word from this 
administration would bring peace to 
this continent and, under the provi- 
dence of God, we believe it would 
bring independence to Cwha.” ; 

Mr. Mason proceeded to read ithe 
statements of correspondents as to the 
famine and distress in Cuba. He called 
attention to the fact that Mr. Penper's 
startling statements had been written 
since the mild-mannered Blanco had 
assumed control in Cuba and at- 
tempted to bribe the insurgents into 
peace, the insurgents whom he was 
afraid to fight. He referred to the 
statement of Mr. Hale that President 
Grant had not interfered in the Ten 
Years’ War, but he urged that the 
situation both in this country and in 
Europe had materially changed since 
that time. Our own country, he said, 
was in the throes of a reconstruction 
at that time, and was in no position 
to intervene in that war. Now our po- 
sition was different, and back of it all 
was the demand of our people that we 
take definite cognizance of the war in 
Cuba. This he discussed from the point 
of view of an international lawyer. 

Referring to the duty of the United 
States, he said: “This government 
ought to maintain that the horrible 
massacres which are now common in 
the island and conducted under the 
guise of warfare must be stopped. We 
have no right, as a neutral nation full 
of regard for ‘the rights of all, to look 
upon such a war as Within any reason- 
able construction of international law. 
The flag of truce has been abandoned, 
nrisoners of war are being shot, and 
it is evident that no rule of civilized 
warfare is being observed. ‘The conflict 
has developed into a mere matter of 
nrurder on both sides—prisoners of war 
being shot and macheted without 
trial.”’ 

Mr. Mason described the recent. kill- 
ing of: the Cuban general, Arangueren 
brilliantly, and with much effect the 
shocking details of that act. He de- 
clared! that this was not civilized war- 
fare, and he held that the government 
of the United States had ample author- 
ity to interfere aha’ to demand that 
the rules of warfare recognized by civi- 
lized nations be respected. He referred 
briefly to the trin made by Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco through the island, riding as he 
did ride, in an armored car, under a 
heavy escort of Snanish troops. 

“Thus he went,’ declared Mr. Mason, 
‘“‘Jeaving men, women and children to 
gtarve while the funds which were 
placed in his hands to relieve the dls- 
tress of the reconcentrados and pac!l- 


ficos were being used to appeal as 
bribes to the Cuban leaders with itch- 
ing palms. Now that the Spanish forces 
have refused onen battle,” continued 
Mr. Mason, “the only hope of Spain is 


to overeome the Cuban leaders by 
bribes.” 

Reverting again to the discussion of 
the bearing of international law ‘upon 
the contilet, Mr. Mason contended that 
["ncle Sam was in effect a policeman, 
whose duty it was to exercise his power 
to prevent further bloodshed upon this 
fair is!and. 

“Should the President take such 
action,’ declared Mr. Mason, “he would, 


as has been the case in every cther 
crisis of our country, have behind him 
the army and the navy, and, above all, 
the people. These stock-jobbers tell us 
that war is hell. All right, in Cuba it 
is worse than hell.” 

Dante, he said, pictured with unriv- 
aled pen the horrors of hell, but was 
incapable of depicting the terrors of 
life in one of the concentrados’ camps. 
Continuing, Mt. Mason said that when 
the bucket shops write the explanation 
of the country, the evil day is upon us. 
The Republican party had promised to 
put a stop to this condition of affairs, 
and no man had a right to interdict 
this resolution, let him sit in the White 


House or elsewhere. At this point the 
applause was vociferous, and it re- 
quired vigorous efforts to secure order. 

Mr. Mason declared that, notwith- 


standing the declaration of the St. 
Louis platform, nothing had been done. 
“Nothing.” he said, “except to pass a 
belligereney resolution in the Senate, 
and.’ he added, amid general laughter, 
referring evidently to Speaker Reed, 
“it is not certain whether he will pass 


it on te side. We do not want the 
island, but if necessary to save the 
women and children of the isiand, let 
us, for God's sake, buy it,’’ said Mr. 
Mason. 

He declared that the autonomy which 
Spain bad offered to Cuba was a gold 


brick which Spain was trying to work 
off on the President. He said the 
President had seen only the telegraphic 
summary furnished by the Spanish 
ministry, when he wrote his mes- 
sage, and that this Summary was 
the result of a mere confidence game 
on the part of the Spanish ministry. 
It was evident, he eaid, that the Presi- 
dent had been deceived, as the real 
echeme was withheld until after the 
messiga was written. 

“And yet,” said Mr. Mason, “we are 
told to be patient. Oh, Lord, how long, 
how long are we to wait the termina- 
tien of this dreadful struggle? Are 
there not now enough graves in Cuba?” 

Mr. Mason said that he caluculated 
certainly not less than 500,000 persons 
had fallen victims of Spanish brutality, 
and he felt that the number was not 
less than 600,000. 

“Shall we wait?” he inquired, “until 
th: rest of them have been annihi- 
lated?” 

fty the resolution he had offered, Mr. 
Mason said that this country in ef- 
fect declared to Spain that she must 
go from the island of Cuba, and any 
differences between the United States 
and the Madrid government arising out 
of. the declaration, would be settled 
before the courts of the world. 

“When we have fed the starving 
women and children,” said he, ‘“‘we will 
settle with Spain on land and gea. 
In the closing hours of this nineteenth 
century,we shall demonstrate that there 
is one great nation—the greatest in 
the world—that is not eeeking addi- 
tional land or more territory, by con- 
quest. 

“Around my table at home where my 
boys are gathered,” concluded Mr. 
Mason, “I see in their faces the face 
of that Cuban lad of 12, who was taken 
out by the Spanish forces to be shot 
as a spy. He asked as a favor that 
the bandage be removed from his C¥CSy 
saying: ‘I am not afraid to die.’ 

“There I fee 1 that I am in the midst 
of Cuban boys and girls, Mr. President, 
if there is to be a war, let it be a war, 
not of our seeking, not a war in which 
our soldiers shall carry torches in their 
hands, but let it be a war either in 
defense of our country or in defense 
of the imperishable jewels of humanity, 
jewels more sacred than life, a war of 
glory and of honor.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Hale the resolution 
was referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Relations. 

Mr. Chandler then called up the reso- 
lution declaring Mr. Corbett not en- 
titled to the seat of a Senator from 
the State of Oregon in the United 
States Senate, and Mr. Pettus (Dem.) 
of Alabama, spoke upon it. He con- 
tended that the question involved in 
Mr. Corbett’s case had been long since 
settled by the Senate. The question 
was one of law, and he argued that 
there could be no reason for further 
attempts at upsetting precedents and 
overiurning the law as established. 

At 5 o'clock the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—HOUSE— 
The House today resumed considera- 
tion of the Aldrich-Plowman con- 
tested election case from the Fourth 
Alabama district, with the understand- 
ing that a vote should be taken this 
afternoon. Previous to the opening of 
the Senate a special deficiency bill was 
passed, carrying $200,000 for the pay- 
ment of jurors’ fees in United States 
courts, and $175,000 for witness’s fees. 

Mr. Sulzer (Dem.) of New York, at-

ANNETTE ISLAND INDIANS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Secretary 
Bliss has returned to the Senate with 
his unqualified disapproval the bill to 
settle on segregated lands of about 
twenty-one miles in area, the Indians 
now occupying Annette Island in 
Alaska, and opening the remainder to 
settlement. 

The Secretary says he is convinced 
that the Indians should be permitted 
to remain in uundieputed possession of 
their reservation and that no part 
should be opened to the public. In- 
corporated in the report is a communi- 
cation from William Duncan, the mis- 
sionary, who has been laboring among 
the Indians for some years, setting 
forth at length why, in his opinion, 
the bill should not become a law. He 
refers to the progress the Indians, now 
occupying the island, have made, and 
expresses the belief that should the 
bill be enacted into law, all these gains 
would be lost to the people. What the 
native Indians crave of the government 
in their present condition is “protec- 
tion,” and isolation from various whites, 
Should the measure pass, he says, it 
will not only injure us morally, but 
it would seriously impoverish us ma- 
terially. 

A recent examination, he concludes, 
shows that so far as present indica- 
tions go, the report which has been 
published that the island is rich in min- 
eral deposits, and which has been ad- 
vanoed as one of the reasons why it 


should be opened to settlement, is 
grossly exaggerated. °

Chris Von der Ahe’s Friends at

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 9.—The entire day 
was devoted by the national assem- 
bly of the League of American Wheel- 
men to the discussion of good roads. 

Chairman Otto Doerner of Milwaukee 
presided over the meeting, and in his 
opening address stated that reports 
were coming in from all over the coun- 
try that the farmers had entered the 
gvod-roads movement with an unex- 
pected zeal. Prof. John Hamilton of 
Harrisburg, Pa., president of the Na- 
tional Aseociation of Farmers’ Institute 
Conductors, delivered the principal ad- 
dress of the day. The meeting did not 
adjourn until late in the afternoon. 

The interest in the election has_ in- 
creased to fever heat. The New York 
delegation has posted a bulletin board 


in its headquarters, on which is marked 


down every vote as fast as it is pledged 
for Potter. At 8 o’clock tonight the 
board read 276.votes pledged. 

That President Potter will be re- 
elected is confidently expected on all 
sides, and speculation is now being 
made on his majority. Everything is 
now in readiness for the opening ses- 
sion of the assembly tomorrow morn- 
ing, and with but a very few scatter- 
ing exceptions the delegates have ar- 
rived. Tonight a banquet was held in 
the dining hall of the Southern Hotel, 
and the festivities were continued un- 
til midnight.

Two questions that have _ excited 
much discussion in trotting circles, the 
abolition of hobbles, and the licensing 
of drivers, came in for a brief discus- 
sion.

withheld until the license is issued, and 
in case of failure to receive a ii7ense, 
the premium obtained shall be distrib- 
uted under the rules; that a licens 
Inay be issued free of charge to all 
riders and drivers against whom there 
are no claims on the books of the Na- 
tional Trotting Association. © 

The same rules provide also ‘that 
drivers must wear their own €Alstin- 
guishing colors, and that a rider or 
driver shall not ride or drive a horse 
in a race without personal knowledge 
as to the eligibility of the entry.

Wrote Letters to Attorney Carroll 
Cook in Which There Were Ad-

EX-MEDIATOR NOT DEPRESSED. 


SAYS THE AUTHORITIES CAN EAS- 
ILY FIND HIM. 


Fourteen Inmates of Preston School 
Make a Break—Figel’s Trial. 
Murderer Austin Convicted, 
Omaha Exposition. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—Thomas 
Compton, who was a member of the 
Mediation Committee of the American 
Railway Union during the great strike 
and whose name is used in the confes- 
sion of Salter D. Worden, the con- 
demned train-wrecker, was seen this 
afternoon by @ Bee reporter. 
said he had read the confession. It 
had not, contrary to expectations, had 
a depressing effect upon Compton, who 
was in an apparently happy frame of 
mind. Compton said he had no state- 
ment to make, and said that if anyone 
wanted him it would be ‘an easy mat- 
ter to find him. , 

“This is not the first confession 
Worden has made,” said Compton. 
“During the preliminary examination 
and trial at Woodland, he wrote letters 
to Carroll Cook in which there were 
eonfessions of guilt, and in which he 
drew diagrams of the wreck and posi- 
tion of the men. Worden has always 
felt hateful toward me. He has prob- 
ably accomplished what he desired— 
saved his neck.” 


THE FIGEL EXAMINATION, 


Dr. Gallagher Describes the Wounds 
in Hoffman’s Head. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9.—Police- 
man G. W. Russell, who prepared the 
diagrams of the scene of the murder 
of Isaac Hoffman, was the first witness 
called by the prosecution in the Figel 
case today. He was followed by Dr. 
John Gallagher, who performed the 
autopsy upon the body of the murdered 
man at the morgue. The latter de- 
scribed the three bullet wounds found 
on the left side of Hoffman's head, and 
Stated that while it was possible that 
they might have been self-inflicted, it 
was extremely improbable. 

Dr. 8S. S. Kahn and Coroner Hawkins, 
who were present when the autopsy 
was performed, corroborated Dr. Galla- 
gher, and expressed the opinion ‘that 
some of the wounds in Hoffman‘s head 
were not self-inflicted. 

MORGUE EVIDENCE.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9.—On cross 
examination Coroner Hawkins stated 
that he had not been at the Receiv- 
ing Hospital at the time the injured 
man was taken there for treatment.

other physicians, and he also stated 
that his testimony was given merely 
from what he had seen at the morgue 
at the time of the post mortem ex- 
amination.

He has made several so-called confes- 
sions, but he never tried to implicate 
the committee before, and it is my opin- 
ion that he has been made to do it now 
by his brother, hoping to get some one 
into trouble. I believe Worden ought 
to be put in the asylum instead of 
prison.”’ 

Melvin Hatch said, with an oath, 
that Wonden was a fool, and that if he 
(Hatch) were to be tried over again for 
complicity he would prove a stronger 
alibi than he did at his first trial.

Night Dispatches Condensed, 


A cablegram from Pretoria says the total 
number of votes cast was 19,423.

Seven thousand clothing workers are on a 
strike in New York city against low wages. 
Of these, nearly four thousand are members 
of the Pants-makers’ Union. There are pos- 
sibilities of 20,000 clothing-workers being out 
before the strike is settled. 


An Omaha dispatch says John C. Cowin, a 
special counsel for the government in the 
Pacific roads matter, will go to St. Louis 
today for the purpose of presenting to Judge 
Sanborn of the Circuit Court a motion on 
behalf of the government asking for an in- 
definite postponement of the foreclosure sale 
of the Kansas Pacific Railroad. The second 
motion will be for the appointment of re- 
ceivers to manage the road during the pen- 
dency of settlements. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission yes- 
terday, in an opinion by Commissioner Yea- 
mans, announced its decision in the case 
brought by the American Warehousemen’'s 
Association, against the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company and fifty-two other carriers 
known as the free-storage case. It holds 
that a common carrier, with no general duty 
to act as a warehouseman (for indefinite 
periods, in connection with its primary obli- 
gations as a common carrier, cannot assume 
to provide shippers with valuable warehouse 
facilities which are not essential to its busi- 
ness aS a carrier, without furinshing them 
for all shippers at all times and upon the 
same terms, and notifying the public. .

Hard Fight Made, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PITTSBURGH (Pa..) Feb. 9.—At 8:30 
o'clock tonight fire started in the Jarge 
three-story cold-storage house of the Chau- 
tauqua Lake Ice Company, occupying a 
block from Twelfth to Thirteenth ttreet. be- 
tween Pike street and Mulberry. and before 
the flames were subdued at 1:25 &.in.. 
nearly $2,000,000 worth of property had been 


destroyed: at least six lives lost. and 
m&anv people badly injured. 
The fire. in point of fatalities. is the most 


serious that Pittsburah has had in years. 
The department responded quickly, and a 
gxeneral alarm was sent in. Others slarms 
quickly followed, and at midnight Allegheny’s 
department was called on ior help. 

The origin of the fire is not known. The 
vicinity is composed of a mixture of huge 
warehouses and many private residences. the 
inhabitants of which fled in alarm. carrvy- 
ing with them as much portable household 
goods as they possessed, 

There were freauent§ explosions, which 
greatly added to the consternation and 
alarm. The streets were blocked with 
people, and their goods interfered with ihe 
firemen. who were already handicapped in 
their efforts to control the flames. on ac- 
count of windows and doors of the burning 
buildings being strongly barred by heavy 
iron shutters. At 11:15 p.m. an explosion of 
whisky stored in the warehouse occurred. 
blowing out the Mulberry alley wall with 
terrible results. 

At the time the firemen. policemen. news- 
paper men and others crowded the street. 
near by and the alley. Many were caught 
in the falling walls. How many will not 
be Known until the debris is vieared away. 
Many people were injured by ifiying bricks 
and beams. and all the ambulances and patrol 
wagons of the city were called into service. 

Telegraph, telephone and electric-lizht wires 
at the corner of Thirteenth and Pike streets 
fell shortly after the explosion and killed 
an unknown man. 

Just after the explosion the large ware- 
house of W. A. Haverler & Co.. situated on 
Pike street. directly opposite the Chautauqua 
Company's building, was ablaze, and in a 
short time was beyond hope cf saving. 

At about 1:15 o'clock the ‘ire was put un- 
der control, and no further spread is ex- 
pected. The two large buildings cre a total 
wreck. and the loss cannot be much less 
than a million dollars. 

A 2 a.m. there are six dead at the morgue. 
Only five of them have been identified. The 
identified dead are: 

A. J. BERRY. lieutenant of police. 

WILLIAM SCOTT, JR., son of William 
Scott. president of the Chautauqua Ice 
Company.

JOHN SCOTT, a brother of William. ‘{s 
missing, and is supposed to be under the 
debris.

THE JURY AGREES. 


Luetgert Found Guilty of the Mur- 
der of His Wife. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—Adolph L.-Luet- 


gert was tonight convicted of the mur- 
der of his wife and sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for the 
term of his natural life. 

Luetgert received the verdict with a 
laugh. It was 10:50 o’clock when word 
was sent to the courtroom by the jury 
that they had agreed upon a verdict 
and were waiting to bring it into court. 
Judge Gary, whese home is within a 
few blocks of the criminal court buiki- 
ing, informed the jury as it passed out 
that he would await their pleasure, 
and at any time during the night that 
they agreed upon a verdict he would 
return to the courtroom to receive it. 

Quickly as possible, after th jury had 
sent word of an agreement, Judge Gary 
hastened to the courtroom. The news 
of a-verdict had spread quickly to the 
street, and in a few minutes the court- 
room was jammed with newspaper 
men, policemen and witnesses who had 
given evidence at the trial, and curious 
spectators. 


At 11:15 o’clock Judge Gary entered 
the room, and at the same instant 
Luetgert and his guards” entered 


through the door leading to the jail. 
The prisoner was calm, to all appear- 


ances, and did not seem nervous in 
any degree. He smiled at one or two 
of his friends, but after the first glance 


around the cowrtrcom contented him- 
self with watching the door through 
which the jury must enter. They filed 
in, rassing to the seats they have oc- 
cupied during seventy-two days of the 
trial. Not one of the jurers looked to- 


ward Luetgert, who tried vainly to 
catch an eye of some one of the men 
who had determined his fate, 

Clerk Knopf stepped forward, took 
the verdict and then read, with a tre- 
mor of excitement in his voice: “We, 
the-jury, find the defendant guilty as 
charged in the indictment, and fix 
his punishment at life imprisonment.” 

There was a hush, and all eyes 
turned on Luetgert' to see how he 


would take it. He laughed, and laughed 
in a manner that showed plainly that 


he did not think the verdict a serious 


matter, comparatively speaking. The 
sound of the clerk's voice had not 
died away when Attorney Harmon was 

his feet with a request that the 
jury be polled. This was done, each ju- 
ror affirming the verdict. Then he en- 
tered a motion for a new trial, which 
was entered and,will be argued in a 
few Oays. 

Luetgert was led back ‘to the jail 
in apparently good spirits, comforted 
by the assurance of his lawyers that 
he @!l get a new trial, and that the 
State will not be able to convict him 
a second time. : 

At first Luetgert refused to say any- 


thing, his response being, “I won't 
‘talk about it.” 
At length he yielded to inquiries 


enough to say that the verdict was a 
surprise to him. 

“T don't see how the evidence justi- 
fied such-a verdict,”” he said, “but one 


thing is sure, the Supreme Court will 


give me a new trial and I shall be ac- 
quitted.” 

From the time when the prisoner 
was led in to receive the verdict until 
tha halliffa annAncted him hack ta hie

cell, his face showed tnot one tremor 
of any sort of fear. He smiled repeat- 
edly, even when the verdict was read 
by the clerk, and shook hands with his 
attorneys and others who gathered 
around him. After arriving at the jail 
he retired as usual, apparently undis- 
turbed. The jury reached a _ verdict 
on the first ballot. They retired at 4:45 
o'clock and took their first ballot at 
5:10 o'clock. It was unanimous for 
conviction. Some little time was con- 
sumed in arriving at the punishment 
to be inflicted, but this was settled 
by 8:30, and then the jurors sat around 
in their room until 10 o’clock when 
they announced their verdict. 


TOOK HER CLOTHES OFF. 


A FORMER LONDON DELLE RE- 
FUSES TO BE SOLD. 


So Her Chinese Lord and Master 
Left Her Almost Naked to Starve. 
Sensational Discovery at Shang- 
hai — White Men not Good 
Enough for British Beauties. 


[DY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Feb. 9.—LEx- 
clusive Dispatch.] Shanghai’s Euro- 
pean society is shaken to the center by 
the sensational details of a number of 
scandals unearthed by the British Con- 
sul. An English girl, formerly a reign- 
ing belle in London, was found in a 
vacant house by an old Chinese woman, 
a neighbor, in a most pitiable condi- 
tion. She had nothing on but her 
nightdress, and had been moaning or 
screaming alternately with fright or 
hunger for twelve hours. 

She was the daughter of a British 
aristocrat, who had forbidden her mar- 
riage to a young Chinaman attached to 
the Chinese Legation in London. She 
had taught her yellow lover English, 
however, and married him in spite of 
her parents. In due time the Mon- 
golian husband took her to China and 
tried to sell her to a brother manager, 
following a custom of that country. 
The girl refused to submit, and threat- 
ened to tell the British Consul. The 
Chinaman took her to a vacant house, 
beat her and took from her even the 
clothes on her back, leaving her to 
starve. 

The British Consul, by questioning 
the deluded young woman, discovered 
that hers was not an isolated case, 
and by following her suggestions dis- 
closed the startling fact that it had be- 
come a fad in a certain smart set of 
London society for young ladies to 
make pets of Chinese youths who were 
being educated in London, teach them 
English ways, take them sight-seeing, 
read to them and amuse them, and 
afterward marry them whether they 
liked it or not, but always in opposi- 
tion to their own parents. 

After marriage, as long as the young 
heathen husband remained in London, 
he was still amused by or tolerant of 
his gay English beauty, but as soon as 
he arrived in his own Godless country 
he hired a jinricksha and had his wife 
carried to a brothel before she got 
over being dazed in the strange coun- 
try, selling her for from 500 to 5000 
yen. In these houses the English girls 
were treated -worse than the low de- 
graded class that they were com- 
pelled to asosciate with, or starve. 

There is not a single instance of the 
victims of these revolting international 
messalliances having written for help 
to their parents, so ashamed were they 
of their awful fate. They could only 
pray for death or sink to the level of 
the lower animals and abandon hope 
entirely. The press is severely criticis- 
ing the secretary of the Chinese lega- 
tion, who is said to wink at the "gay 
pranks” of these youthful Mongolian 
and the imperfal govern- 
ment will be asked to take some dip- 
lomatic measures to prevent a con- 
tinuance of this shameful state of af- 


fairs, or to declare marriage with a 
Mongolian illegal. 


WANT PARSON BROWN. 


HIS CONGREGATION AT CHICAGO 
VOTES TO RETAIN HIM. 


Members Believe He Has Forsaken 
His Evil Ways, but the Church 
Paper Seems to Be Rather 
Doubtful About It.

Feb. 9.—The members of Green- 
street Congregational Church Voted this 
evening to retain their pastor, Rev. Charles

paid a tribute to Dr. Brown es en efficient 
pastor. expressed their belief in his sincere 
penitence, and besides declining to accept his 


resignation, stated that they believed in the 
practical application of the doctrine of mercy. 
They also requested the Chicago association 
to be merciful in its treatment of their 


pastor at the special meeting Monday, cud 
ask that his name be retained upon its rolls. 


The Advance. the local church ‘organ. ‘io- 
dav says: 
“Dr. Brown is disqualified from perform- 


ing the duties of the ministry. Thia is the 


judgment. Mr. Brown has passed upon 
himself. in some things that he has said. 
and it will be well for all concerned {f he 
will fulv and franky accept the decision 
of the Bav Conference, to which he appeacd. 
In our judgment, therefore, he ought to re- 
fuse further to embarrass the denomination. 
and decline to continue in the pastorate of 
the church to which he had administered. 


It is 
evident that further complications will fol- 
low if he does. and the best evidence of 
penitence that he can furnish will be to 
prevent this possibility.”

FAT IN THE FIRE. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—With the excep- 
tion of the Daily Mail, the morning 
papers do not comment on the De 
Lome incident. The Daily Mail says: 
“We cannot suppose the De Lome let- 
ter genuine, but if it is, then all the 
fat would be in the fire. Things have 
reached a pass where hittle is wanted 
to cause an explosion. Even the re- 
call of Sefior de Lome would not gat- 
isfy or pacify the insulted jingoes.” 


IN OFFICIAL CIRCLES, 


Speculation as to How the Letter 
Came to Light. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Information 
of the State Department is necessarily 
limited on a communication of this 
character, as it has not passed through 
official channels. It is not a communi- 
cation of the Spanish Minister to his 
Sovernment, being to Sefior Canalejas, 
who is not a member of the Spanish 
Calinet, although of high standing as 
an adviser of the government. The let- 
ter is said to be further removed from 
high official communications such as 
come to the attention of the State De- 
partment. It is not expected, therefore, 
that the department will be able to 
throw any light on the accuracy of it, 

for the present at least. 

The circumstances under which a 
letter of this character could escape 
the privacy of the two persons between 
whom it passed .excites much com- 
ment. The general belief is that it was 
never sent to Sefior Canalejas, but was 
stolen while en route. Canalejas was in 
Washington some months ago, and 
then went to Cuba for the purpose of 
observing the condition of affairs there. 
44s a former Minister in the Liberal 
Cabinet, having been Minister of Jus- 
tice, and as editor of El Heraldo at 
Modrid, he was accorded a warm re- 
ception by Minister Dupuy de Lome, 
who gave a banquet in his honor, which 
Was ettenaed by a number of promi- 
nent business men. He then left for 
Cuba, and his mission necessarily 
brought lim in continued correspond- 
ence with Minister de Lome. 

As the letter bears no date, the time 
it was written can only be fixed by the 
context. That it was after the Presi- 
dent's nessage appeared is evident. 
The mention of the approaching auton- 
omoms cabinet establishes that it was 
befere tine inauguration of the Cabi- 
net on January 1. This places the let- 
ter, according tothe prevailing impres- 
sion, as heving been written about the 
middie of Decernber. At that time 
Seficr Can:ilejas is known to have been 
at Havana prosecuting his mission. 
The handing of the mails is done by 
the Spanish authorities, so that in this 
case it is teiieved that the less of the 
letter could only be one of two ways, 
either through tle treachery of an of- 
ficial in the peste! service, or by be- 
ing ‘taken after it had reached the 
house where Sefior Canalejas was stop- 
ping. 

The offect cf the letter on the future 
of Minister de Lom arouses interest. 
His service as Minister has now ex- 
tended beyond three years, and he has 
been in charge throughout the most se- 
rious phases of the Cuban complication. 
When the Conservative ministry fell 
last autumn, it was generally sup- 
posed that Premier Sagasta would 
send a Liberal Minister to succeed 
Sefor de Lome, who is a prominent 
Conservative, and a former Conserva- 
tive Deputy. He was continued at his 
post; however, although it was under- 
stood at the time that he placed his 
resignation at the disposal of the Span- 
ish government. 

“In the absence of any official infor- 
mation of the writing of. such a letter, 
it would he manifestly unfair and un- 
just to the Spanish Minister to make 
any statement at this time as to the 
intentions of the State Department,” 
said Assistant Secretary Day in an- 
swer to a question asto what procedure 
would be followed in treating the let- 
ter written by Senior de Lome to Sefior 
Canalejas. 

It was said that up to noon the de- 
partment was a)solutely ignorant offi- 
cially that suci1a letter had been writ- 
ten. Of course, the publication in the 
morning newspapers had been seen, 
and had created a sensation in official 
circles. The resident himself was not 
long in ignorance of the matter, for 
Assistant Secretary Day called upon 
him early an, te the great disappoint- 
ment of the large number of visitors 
who were patiently waiting in the lobby 
to secure access to the President, word 
came out that he could not be seen, 
owing to his great engrossment with 
official business, which was taken to 
mean the Spanish Minister’s letter. It 
was after this conference that Assist- 
ant Secretary Day made his statement 
to a number of newspaper men. 

Secretary Sherman essumed a similar 
position, though he let it be known that 
the writing of such a leiter as that 
published would constitute a breach of 
diplomatic etiquette of which our gov- 
ernment must take notice. 

As no denial of the authenticity of 


jhe publication has yet reached the 
State Departmemt it is believed that, 
after a reasonable relay, the matter 


will be brought to the attention of ihe 
Spanish government through Minister 
Woodford, presuming ‘hat no action 
has becn taken by the Spanish Minister 
himself before that time, and a change 
in the representation of Spain at Wash- 
ington may be expected in due order. 
Tro letter being genuine, there is no 


excuse that will be acceptable to our 
government. 
The rule, as laid dewn in the Sack- 


ville case. is generally regarded as the 
standard prececent for our guidance in 


such matters, though there are not 
lacking otber mrecedents. To  pleavl 
that the letter was rurely personal, and 
that it was not even addressed to an 


official or a citizen of the United States 
will not suffice. Lerd Sackville set up 
such an excuse, bui President Cleve- 
‘and declared it was insufficient and 
the minister Was compelled to leave 
Washington. 
SENATORIAL COMMENT. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS PAY NEPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—There were 
few Senators who had vot read the De 
Lome letter when the Senate met to- 
day. but there were comparatively few 
of them willing to express an opinicn 
upon it. 

“It is a Very serious matter.” said 
Senator Gray of the Committee on For- 
eign TYelations,” too serious, indeed. to 
discuss carelessly. Mr. de Lome is en- 
titled to a suspension of judgment until 


the responsibility is more definitely de-' 


termined than at present.’ 

“If it is true,” said Senator Foraker, 
also a member of the Foreign Relaticns 
Committee,” Mr. de Lome ought to be 
given his passports immediately.”’ 

Senator Spooner. If true, it is a 
rross attack and most astounding. But 
T cannot :liscuss it in view of the doubt 
as to its wenuineness. 

Senator Hawley. It is a matter for 
the State Department to deal with, and 
does not for the "present come within 
the domain of Comgress. I have: no 
doubt that it will be properly handled 
by the departmen‘. 

Senator Stewart. The sentiment ex- 
pressed is in line with Smain’s policy 
and disposition. We do everything to 
concilitate the Spanigrds; they recipre- 
cate by despising us.

An American Yacht Disturbing the 
Siestas of Havana Officials.

HAVANA, Feb. 9.—[By 
American Cable.] Capt.-Gen. Blanco ar- 
rived yesterday at Cienfuegos from 
Sagua La Grande. He was received in

The Ward-line steamer Olivett has 
arrived here with Miss Clara Barton,

The American yacht Buccaneer, 
which has several times entered this 
port without health or other papers, 
fiying the colors of the Union Yacht 
Club, is wnderstood to have landed 
Karl Decker, the Journal and s.dver- 


tiser correspondent, at an insurgent 
camp. The yacht carries a small gun, 
and it is reported that she also has 
arms and ammunition on tard. The 
Buccaneer was shadowed last night. 
Consul-General Lee was notified of 
the vigilance of the Spanish authori- 
ties toward the Buccancer, and an- 
swered officially, it being intimated 
that she might be fined, that a yacht 
was not obliged to comply with cus- 
tom-house regulations, and that in 
certain cases a yacht may be consid- 
ered as a warship. The matter is still 
under discussion by the Spanish au- 
thorities. 
IT GOT AWAY.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The Evening 
World says: “Another filibustering ex- 
pedition to the Cuban insurgents is 
believed to have got away from the 
Long Island coast, near Montauk Point, 
Monday, and to have carried the mem- 
bers of the expedition that was ship- 
wrecked on the Tillie, a couple of 
weeks ago. The arms and ammunition 
for this last expedition are said to 
have been carried from this city by the 
steam lighter Agnes, alleged to be 
oiwned by McAllister Bros., who owned 
ehe Tillie.” 

The Agnes left Saturday night, put- 


ting into Bridgeport Sunday morn- 
ing. Sunday afternoon, while she 
was being -watched by detec 
tives, she suddenly steamed out into 


the sound. She had a thirty-foct naph- 
tha launch in tow, and her officers gave 
out that they were bound for New- 
port. 
put into New London again, sailing at 
nightfall, heading in the direction of 
Montauk. 

The vessel that the Agnes is reported 
to have met Sunday night is not known, 
although the name is mentioned of a 
steam yacht owned by a Baltimore 
millionalire, which came here from New 
London a few weeks ago with an un- 
usual quantity of arms on board. These, 
it was said, by her officers, were to be 
used in repelling peesible pirates in the 
Mediterranean. The detectives here 
suspected filbustering intentions, and 
kept a close watch on her. She disap- 
peared Sunday, and it is believed that 
she met the Agnes off the Long Island 
coast. 

TORPEDO BOAT CUSHING.

WORDEN’S “DEATH CONFESSION. 
The confession of Salter D. Wor- 
den, the man now under sentence of 
death for having caused the wrecking 
of a train, and causing the death of 
an engineer and others, during the 
Debs insurrection of 1894, sounds like 
the plea of one who is talking to 
gave his neck, @lthough we do not 
doubt that the confession contains 
many of the elements of truth. 

It was.clearly evident at the time 
this man was tried and convicted that 
* he was only one of several miscreants 
concerned in'the outrage, but the evi- 
dence was perfectly clear that he not 
only had a hand in the crime, but 
knew full well where he was going 
when he started out on that summer's 
day to do just exactly the dastardly 
deed that was accomplished. That 
the men who were concerned with 
Worden in this great crime were not 
punished is more his fault than that 
of anyone else, for he know who all 
the men were, and had he told the 
story at that time which he now tells 
in his alleged confession, they would 
have been brought to justice. The 
very facts which this arch-murderer 
Worden now depends upon to save 
his neck from the hangman’s noose, 
or what he claims to be facts, are 
the things that condemn him. If he 
knew what he professes to know, if 
he was inveigled into going upon a 
murderous expedition without know- 
ing his destination, as he claims, 
then when assassination resulied he 
Was equally guilty with the others of 
the party for not disclosing the whole, 
nefarious plot, and justly deserves the 
punishment that is defined in the 
statutes for the crime of murder. 
Harry Knox, Eugene V. Debs and the 
other. leaders in the labor trouble 
which came upon this country in the 
summer of 1894, were jointly’ re- 
sponsible with Worden and his asso- 
ciates for the assassination of Sam 
Clarke and the soldiers of the army 
who went down with him tagdeath 
in the wreck wrought by vandal 
-hands, and it is an outrage upon 
justice that they were not convicted 
as particeps criminis, but that they 
were not lessens in no degree the 
enormity of Worden’s offense against 
social order and the lives of his fel- 
low-men. The wrecking of that 
train was a crime so awful that the 
normal nian stands appalled at it, and 
mot one of those who were con- 
cerned in it should have been allowed 
to escape. Had Worden done his duty 
by telling what he knew of it—grant- 
ing that the tale he now unfolds, 
nearly four years later, be true—they 
would not have escaped, and it 1s 
not improbable that this miscreani 
Worden would not now be standing 
in the shadow of the gallows.;, But 
instead of doing this, instead of do- 
ing the manly thing and revealing to 
the authorities the names of the men 
concerned in the crime, he shielded 
them to the last, and added insult 
to injury by declaring that the detec- 
tives of the railroad company had 
caused the wreck in order to create 
ill-feeling against the strikers, a sag- 
gestion as infamous as was ever 
hatched in the wicked brain of a 
scoundrel, 


Another thing is made clear by this 
*“confession;” Worden is not insane, 
and the investigation undertaken by 
the Governor to determine whether 
he is, might as well be abandoned. 
He is not only clearly an entirely sane 
man, but it is evident that he has 
a vivid recollection of what took place 
at the Davisville trestle in June, 1894, 
While it may be wise to reprieve him 


in the hope that his co-conspirators 
may be brought to justice, there is 
nothing disclosed by his confession 
which would seem to warrant a par- 
don or even a commutation of sen- 
tence. Salter D. Worden has not only 
earned the halter, but he has thrice 
earned it for not aiding the ends of 
justice instead of blocking the way 
for bringing to the bar the other 
men who, with him, were equally 
culpable and who deserved the atten- 
tion of the hangman. It is to be 
hoped that the right thing may be 
done in this case by the Governor, 
not with malice, but to the end that 
the laws may be respected and the 
peace and good order of the land 
maintained. 


THE TRIAL OF M. ZOLA. 

At a recent session of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, the Dreyfus af- 
fair came up for discussion, and was 
in fact discussed. The session proved 
to be one of more than ordinary in- 
terest, and some of the Deputies, be- 
fore its close, became quite demon- 
Sstrative. As an evidence of the gen- 
eral interest taken in the debate, it 
was mentioned, incidentally, in the 
cable dispatches on the following day, 
that some two or three barrels of 
neckties, collars, cuffs, and other arti- 
cles of gents’ furnishing goods, were 
picked up on the floor of the cham- 
ber. 

The dispatches mentioned this fact 
casually, and as a matter of course, 
with no evidence of a covert purpose 
to bull the necktie market. It 
seemed a little odd to us, at the time, 
that gents’ furnishing goods should 
be measured by the barrel in France; 
but this was readily overlooked as 
one of the many peculiar customs of 
the gay and volatile people of our 
sister republic across the sea. 

Interest in the subject of gents’ fur- 
nishing goods, as measured by the 
barrel, is revived by the reports of 
the Zola trial which are sent forth 
to an eager and  deeply-interested 
world, through the medium of the At- 
lantic cable. The accounts thus far 


furnished are tolerably graphic, and 
far from uninteresting. They indi- 
cate that considerable interest is 


taken in M. Zola’s trial on both sides. 
But one important item of informa- 
tion has, up to the present time, been 
omitted from the cable dispatches. 
There has been no specific statement 
as to how many barrels full (or bar- 
relfuls) of neckties, collars, cuffs, 
wigs, socks, etc., have been gathered 
up from the floor of the courtroom at 
the conclusion of each day’s session 
of the court. 

This omission may or may not be 
Significant. It may be an indication 
unfavorable to M. Zola, or it may be 
otherwise. At this distance it is hard 
to determine this question. The evi- 
dence thus far adduced seems to 
throw no very strong light upon the 
subject. But on the whole, the fail- 
ure to quote the daily output of neck- 
ties, “‘weskits,” socks, etc., appears 
rather to favor the cause of M. Zola 
than that Jof the government. In 
& vague, general way, it lays the 
foundation, for a suspicion, at least, 
that the government has entered into 
a conspiracy to suppress the real facts 
of the trial, or at all events, an im- 
portant part of the facts. Upon what 
Other theory can this singular omis- 
sion be rationally explained? 

It hardly need be said that we do 
not expect the officials of the French 
government, personally, to. sort, class- 
ify, label and put up in separate bar- 
rels the miscellaneous assortment cf 
socks, collars, cuffs, boots and shoes, 
pants, pajamas, underclothing, cor- 
sets, false teeth, crockery eyes, arms, 
legs, patent calves, wigs, and other 
things which have been, or are to be, 
gathered up from the floor of the 
courtroom as souvenirs of each day’s 
trial of this interesting case, This 
would. manifestly be expecting. .too 
much from officials who are. already, 
it would appear, pretty busy. - The 
classification and labeling of these 
“human warious” may therefore, un- 
der the circumstances, be dispensed 
with, at least in part. But we feel 
that we are entitled to know the gross 
amount: secured as a result of each 
day’s proceedings in the judicial 
tribunal which*:is sitting upon M. 
Zola, Until these statistics are avail- 
able, in barrels and fractions of bar- 
rels—or at least in “‘kags’’—it will be 
impossible to form an adequate and 
intelligent idea of the progress of the 
trial. 

If the French. government were 
really desirous of having this trial 
conducted fairly—if it would purge 
itself of all suspicion of connivance 


to suppress the truth—one plain, 


J 


straight-forward course is open to it; 
and at the present writing, as the 
case now stands, we can clearly see 
no other feasible course by which the 
inside merits of the case can be got 
before the jury of universal 
opinion, Let the government, if it 
be sincere and honest, prove its sin- 
cerity and honesty by providing in- 
dividual barrels in sufficient number 
for the accommodation of the rinci- 
pals, lawyers, witnesses, court officers, 
and other persons prominently con- 
nected with the trial. The barrels 
could simply be labeled “Zola barrel,” 
“Laborie barrel,” Casimir-Perier bar- 
rel,” “Rochefort barrel,” etec., etc. 
Into these receptacles the  subordi- 
nates of the court could place the va- 
rious articles of wearing apparel, 
glass eyes, false teeth, ete., which 
might become detached from their 
wearers during the progress of the 
judicial inquiry. Of course, during 
the heat of discussion the _ subordi- 
nates would be overworked, and 
might get some articles in the wrong 
barrels. But as a broad, general prop- 
osition the plan suggested would 
seem to be feasible. A casual inspec- 
tion of the respective barrels, at the 
end of each day’s sitting of the court, 
would reveal with a fair degree of 
accuracy, the progress of the trial, 
and would show, approximately, 
which side had got the best of the dis- 
cussion—or, rather, of the investiga- 
tion. 

So long as the dispatches continue 
silent as to the daily results of this 
trial, in cast-off clothing, and other 
things of personal use or adornment, 
so long will it be impossible, at this 
remote distance from the courtroom, 
to form an intelligent opinion as to 
the probable outcome. M. Zola seems 
to be holding his own pretty well, so 
far as can be judged by surface ap- 
pearances. But surface appearances, 
as everybody knows, are often ex- 
tremely deceptive. What we are 
yearning for is a reliable statement of 
the inside facts of the case, along the 
lines above indicated. 


ENKIQUE DEPUY DE LOME. 

Unless Sefior Dupuy de Lome, Span- 
ish Minister to the United States, can 
show beyond a reasonable doubt that 
he was not the author of the scurril- 
ous letter which he is charged with 
having written to José Camelejas, at- 
tacking the President of the United 
States in insulting language, his so- 
journ in this country as a represen- 
tative of the Spanish government will 
be brief. Up to the present writing, 
the burden of proof seems to be in 
favor of the authenticity of the 
epistle. 
Assuming that De Lome wrote the 
letter in question, even though it was 
a private communication, his imme- 
diate recall is imperative. It consti- 
tutes a gross and inexcusable breach 
of diplomatic etiquette. Under no 
circumstances can an act of such in- 
delicacy, stupidity and vindictiveness 
be overlooked. 
In attacking the President, the 
Spanish representative attacks the 
American people, of whom the Presi- 
dent is the chosen and acknowledged 
representative. His characterization 
of the President as “weak” and 
“catering to the rabble,” is false as 


accredited representative of a foreign 
power. 

In the heat of our political cam- 
paigns, we say many harsh things 
which we do not fully mean. Our 
press and our public speakers are al- 
lowed great ‘latitude in commenting 
on current events and public men. 
But we cannot permit a foreign min- 
ister, sojourning among us as the 
representative of a supposedly 
friendly power, to employ the lan- 
guage of the political polemic and the 
demagogue, in commenting upon ou 

policies and our public men. 

It is to be hoped, for the credit of 
the Spanish Minister, that he may be 
able to show that the charge brought 
against him is false. If this be not 
shown, and soon, De Lome must go. 
He will be invited, in language which 
will admit of no misinterpretation, to 
stay not upon the order of his going, 
but to go at once.

FRENCH HORSE PLAY. 


BARRISTERS HAVING FUN OVER 
(HE ZOLA TRIAL. 


When the Republican Guards Try 
to Suppress Them a Violent 
Affray Results. 


TRIAL OF A ONE-SIDED AFFAIR. 


IMPORTANT EVIDENCE FOR THE 
DEFENSE SUPPRESSED. 


Mme. Dreyfus Prevented from Tell- 
ing Anything That Might Reflect 
on the Government’s Trial 
of Her Husband. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb. 9.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In spite of special precautions, 
there was a repetition of the scenes 
witnessed yesterday when the trial, 
Emile Zola and M. Pereieux, who a 
being prosecuted by the government 
for denouncing the Esterhazy court- 
martial, was continued today in the 
Assizes Court of the Seine. 

Gen. Boisdeffre refused emphatically 
to testify, under the plea of profes- 
siondl and state secrety. 

M. de le Gorgue, the presiding Judge, 
consented that Mme. Dreyfus should 
be allowed to testify, on the condition 
that her evidence be restricted to tthe 
Esterhazy case, 

More than two hundred barristers in 
their robes gathered at tha public en- 
trance and indulged in horse play. 
When the presiding Judge ordered them 
not to obstruct the passage, the barris- 
ters made a demonstration against the 
Judge. Thereupon the jcommandant 
of the Republican Guards sent a de- 
tachment of troops to quell the disturb- 
ance. The intervention of the mili- 
tary Was ill received and led to a vio- 
lent affray. The barristers rushed upon 
the Guards and struck them. One of 
the young lawyers was arrested, but 
after quiet had been restored he was 
released. 

Gen. Gonz refused to testify. A scene 
followed and the court was cleared. 


LABORIE DBENUNCIATORY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT, REPORT.] 


PARIS, Feb. 9.—M. Laborie protested 
against the limitation of the evidence 
of Mme. Dreyfus and denounced the 
Scenes in court, the biased reports in 
the newspapers and the attacks on his 
client as being unworthy of France. 
Gen. Boisdeffre, replying, admitted that 
as Minister of War, before he had tes- 
tified at the Esterhazy court-martial, 
he had received from Maj. Esterhazy 
a certain document which concerned 
the Dreyfus case, but he refused to 
give any further particulars, on the 
grounds of professional secrecy, The 
general admitted that Col. | Pic- 
quart had been transferred to Tunis 
owing to his being favorable to Drey- 
fus, and the witness added that he, per- 
sonaily, was convinced of the guilt 
of Dreyfus, while other facts before 
and after the court-martial that had 
come to his: knowledge made this con- 
viction unshakable. This statement 
made a sensation in court. 
Gen. Gonz followed, and had a violent 
altercation with M, Laborie, in which 
the general public joined. The tumult 
reached such @ pitch that the Judge 
ordered the court cleared, which the 
municipal guards promptly did. The 
court resumed its session five minutes 
later, and Gen. Gonz explained that 
he had not meant all he said. TlLere- 
upon the incident was allowed to drop. 
Gen. Gonz then spoke of the inves- 
tigation of Col. Picquart, whom he had 
encouraged, but the general added 
that he told the colonel to avoid arres!- 
ing Maj. Esterhazy, which the colonel 
wished to do. 
Gen. Mercier, the former Minister of 
War, who was next examined, declared 
that he believed the bordereau and 
other documents extracted from the 
Wear Office had been communicat2d to 
ng newspapers by the Dreyfus fam- 
y. 
M. Laborie immediately asked that 
Mme. Dreyfus be allowad to confront 
Gen. Mercier and deny his statement, 
but the Judge refused to allow it. 
General counsel for M. Zola then 
pressed Gen. Mercier to say if !t were 
true that a secret document had been 
communicated to the Dreyfus court- 
martial, but the general refused to re- 
ply. At the conclusion of his examina- 
tien Gen. Mercier was discharged. 
M. Traireaux. who was Minister of 
Justice at the time of the Dreyfus 
court-martial, was the next witnes 
After his evidence, which did not con 
vey any startling facts, the court ad- 
journed. 
The crowd outside the court cheered 
Generals Mercier, Boisdeffre and Gonz, 
while M. Zola was left almost unno- 
ticed. 


STRONG RAILROAD FIGHT. 


The Ticket Brokers Making a Stand 
for Their Business. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Feb. 9.—An im- 
portant branch of the fight between the 
raflroad companies of the country and 
ihe ticket brokers, which is now on be- 
fore Congress, has been brought before 
the Supreme Court of Illinois. The rail- 
road companies laid great stress before 
the Congressional committees ca the 
existence of the Illinois statute pro- 
hibiting ticket-brokings, and especially 
on the opinion of the Illinois Supreme 
Court in 1894, that the statute was 
vialid and constitutional. The railroad 
companies caused all of the ticket 
brokers of Chicago to be indicted last 
month and the indicted ticket brokers 
have filed their petition, asking that 
this opinion be expunged and annulled 
on the ground that it was obtained by 
fraud and collusion on the part of the 
railroad companies, and that the case 
in which it was rendered was a fraud 
upon the Supreme Court to deceive and 
trick that tribunal into remAering that 
cpinion. The judges entertained the 
motion for a rule on the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Illinois and wpon the agents 
and attorneys of the railroads impli- 
eated in the serious charges, to show 
cause why the opinion should not be 
and expunged.

THE JUDGE WARNS JURORS IN THE 
TRIAL AT WILKESBARRE. 


One of the Strikers Admits That 
the Men Continued Their March 
After Being Warned by the 
Sheriff not to Da So. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Feb. 9.— 
When court opened this mornipg for 
the trial of Sheriff Martin and his 
deputies, Judge Woodward spoke to the 
jurors about receiving letters bearing 
upon any point in the trial. He said: 

“If you receive any letters with refer- 
ence to the trial, whether anonymous or 
signed, it is your duty to hand them 
over to the’ District Attorney, and you 
must not allow them to make any im- 
pression on your minds.” 

The first witness called today was 
John Yourshekowiteki, one of the Har- 
wood strikers. He said that Septem 
ber 9, the strikers held a meeting at 
Harwood, and they understood that if 
they could get the Laiiimer miners to 
join them they would win the strike. 
They decided not to carry anything 
having the semblance of weapons and 
to behave quietly and peaceably. At 
West Hazleton, he said, they met the 
Sheriff and the deputies, who pushed 
them around with guns and hit sev- 
eral of them. One man (and the wit- 
ness pdinted out Deputy A. P. Platt) 
tore down the flag. At Latimer the 
Sheriff stopped them, Hit two men in 
the front rank and tried to fire his re- 
volver. It snapped twice and then ex- 
ploded. Right away there was a vol- 
ley of shots from the deputies and many 
of the strikers fell. On cross-examina- 
tion, witness said that at West Hazle- 
ton the Sheriff got hold of his coat 
and pushed his revolver in his face, 
saying: 

“I am the Sheriff of Luzerne county, 
and you cannot go to Latimer.” 

Witness said: “I do not think I was 
frightened.” 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WILKESBARRD (Pa.,) Feb. 9.— 
Three witnesses were heard at the 
afternoon’s session. 

Lewis Kitsuki told how, on arriving 
at West Hazleton with the strikers, 
two deputies seized him and tore his 
shirt. He said a number of men were 
so frightened by the deputies threat- 
ening them with their guns, that he ran 
home and did not march to Latimer. 
On cross-examination, he admitted 
that the Sheriff had told the strikers 
to go home and that they disobeyed 
and marched to Latimer. 

Elery Bonin, an undertaker of Hazle- 
ton, who buried thirteen of the vic- 
tims, described their wounds, saying 
all were shot tin the back except one, 
who had a bullet in his forehead. 

John Andreasky told the same story 
as many others about the meeting on 
the night before the shooting, the 
march to West Hazleton and the 
march to Latimer. 


YELLOW FEVER SERUM. 


Dr. Saranelli Will Test His Preven- 
tative in Urazil. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MOTEVIDEO, February 9.—[By 
South American Cable.] Dr. Sar- 
anelli, ‘who discovered serum 
to prevent yellow’ fever, has left 
here for Brazil to canduct exten- 
give experiments in the State of Sao 
Paulo and other points where yellow 
fever is raging now. Before leaving, 
Dr. Saranelli, in order to fully test 
his serum, made three injections upon 
himself. According to Dr. Saranelli, 
these injections were made to prove 
that applications of the serum can be 
made without danger. 

La Prenza of Buenos Ayres, in com- 
menting upon Dr. Saranelli’s tests upon 
himself, says that although he has 
never made known the composition of 
the serum, this act is more significant 
than any official declaration.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


OPENING SESSIONS OF THE 
SCHOOL OF METHODS. 


The Initial Address on Christian 
Socialism Delivered by Prof. 'T. 
Nicholson Iowa. 


THE CHURCH AND THE CHILD. 


SANCTIFIED SOCIABILITY SECOND 
ONLY TO DIVINE POWER. 


Large Audiences Attend the Several 
Sessions of the Assembly and 
the School —An Interesting 
Programme for Today. 


The Epworth League Assembly and 
School of Methods held its opening ses- 
sions yesterday at the Simpson Taber- 
nacle, the attendance at the several 
meetings being quite large. 

The first session opened at 8:45 with 
a song service conducted by Prof. E. 
O. Excell. Then Bishop McCabe of 
Fort Worth, Tex., led the congregation 
in prayer. The Rev. T. Nicholson, 
professor of biblical literature, and 


| principal of the academy in Cornell 


College, Mount Vernon, Iowa, con- 
ducted the school of the Bible. He gave 
an exposition of Paul’s epistle to the 
Hebrews, and, as he himself said, tried 
to condense into one hour a course 
which covered two or three weeks in 
the curriculum of his pupils. 

Miss Alice Brown, State organizer of 
the Junior Epworth League for Minne- 
sota, who has charge of the Junior 
Department of the School of Methods, 
spoke upon “The Church and the 
Child.”” She gave a very earnest and 
practical talk upon the necessity for 
training the children. 

Dr. Hartley led the symposium on 
Junior League work, others of the pas- 
tors also contributing to the discus- 
sion. Dr. Wright then offered a prayer 
that blessing might attend the Junior 
League work. 

Dr. R. 8S. Cantine spoke upon the 
“Spiritual Dtpartment,’’ after which 
some questions were put and a short 
informal discussion ensued. 

During the noon hour, lunch was 
served in the parlors by the ladies of 
the church. 

A large audience again (filled the 
auditorium of the Taberacle in the 
afternoon, the gallery also having a 
fair sprinkling of people. Preliminary 
to the regular exercises, there was a 
song service, led by Prof. Excell, and 
promptly at 2 o’clock President Fisher 
opened the meeting. 

After the usual praise and prayer, the 
Rev. J. N. Beard, D.D., of San Fran- 
cisco, delivered the first of the series 
of short addresses on Christian so- 
ciology, that give promise of being one 
of the most noted features of the as- 
sembly. The theme of this, the first 
address, was, “The World and the 
Kingdom,” and the reverend speaker 
dealt with the questions involved in the 
consideration of the subject, in a fluent, 
and somewhat original 
style. 

As epitomizing the supreme desire 
of humanity, he quoted the dictum that 
man’s aim ought to be to do natural 
things spiritually, and spiritual things 
naturally, and carrying the thought 
thus suggested to its ultimate would 
annihilate the distinction between 
sacred and secular things, and event- 
ually every one would realize that 
there existed no sphere of human ac- 
ag not included in the religious 

e. 

“There are two ways of reaching 
men,” said Dr. Beard; “the first being 
by powerful and elaborate machinery 
of education and repression, to stay 
men from wandering too far in any 
one direction. All this works on a man 
from without. Another way is to reach 
@ man from within, not by machinery, 
but by influence, making the heart the 
power and developing the affinities of 
the soul. I believe this to be the mean- 
ing of the words, ‘Believe with the 
heart unto righteousness.’ 

“It is my profound conviction that 
no organization of society, or any ma- 
chinery devised by man, can bring har- 
mony and fraternity into ‘the world. 
A man never can be regenerated until 
the heart is reached, and the citadel 
of the soul captured for righteousness. 
There is nothing to say against all 
measures for the amelioration of man- 
kind, but they cannot take the place 
no plan given by the Master him- 
self.”’ 

Dr. Beard proceeded to show that 
during the centuries past humanity has 
come to have a realizing sense of the 
solidarity of the race—the mutual de- 
pendence of one upon another. Thus, 
argued the speaker, is furnished the 
basis for a social conscience—the reali- 
zation of the responsibility of the in- 
dividual to his fellows, and the con- 
viction that there is a common weal. 
The cry during the French and the 
American revolutions was: “I am as 
good as you,” but under the new ré- 
gime-to-be this will be changed to: 
“You are as good as I.” And this will 
not be an overbalanced development, 
but a socialism working on parallel 
lines with the highest kind of individ- 
ualism. 

Dr. Beard had not concluded his ad- 
dress when time was called, and he 
had to give way to Dr. Briggs who, in 
a very few words, insisted that all 
leaguers should master the argumets 
in favor of Sabbath observance. 

The Rev. E. T. Harper was next to 
have spoken on the social department 
of the league, but being absent, his 
place was very pleasantly and effi- 
ciently taken by Prof. Thomas Nich- 
olson. He maintained that apart from 
divine power there was nothing like 
a sanctified sociability. He opined that 
in its social features lay the power of 
the saloon. Clisbs, too, are so numerous 
that some cities are almost clubbed 
to death. With anecdotes and illustra- 
tions garnered from his own experience 
Prof. Nicholson enforced the necessity 
for sociability, and that not for reve- 
nue only. 

Prof. Excell and C. H. Gabriel next 
sang ene of the favorite songs of the 
league, and for the remaining hour 
Bishop McCabe conducted a mission- 
ary and pentecostal service. 

In the evening there was a half-hour 
song service, which served as a pleas- 
ing prelude to the lecture by the Rev. 
T. Nicholson, A.M., 8S.T.B., upon the 
“Drama of Job.’ A large audience was 
present, and followed with deen in- 
terest the poem that deals funda- 
mentally with the mystery of suffering.

LETTERS RECEIVED FROM TWO 
LOS ANGELES MEN. 


— 


Arthur Potts Writes from Yakatat. 
Unsuccessful Attempts to Cross 
the Glaciers—The Fugard Party 
Making Ita Way Through the 
Northwest Territory. 


Fortune hunters who are contemplat- 
ing a trip to Alaska can find much 
valuable information and some im- 
portant warnings in the letters of 
those who have preceded them. Two 
Los Angeles men, who are now on their 
way tothe gold fields have recently 
written letters which may prove ser- 
viceable to others. 

Arthur Petts writes to The Times 
from Yakutat, under date of January 
8, as follows: 

“I write in the interest of those con- 
templating a trip to White River, 
Alaska, as I understand the railroad 
and steamers intend to boom that 
place and consider it my duty to let 
the public profit, if they will, by our 
party’s experience. 

“We left Los Angeles last August 
and arrived at Yakutat too late to cross 
the glacier. After several unsuccess- 
ful attempts, we decided to winter at 
Yakutat, a village of about twelve 
white people and 150 Indians. We were 
well provided for and the inhabitants 
treated us very kindly, but most of 
our party got discouraged and left. We 
are still waiting a favorable oppor- 
tunity to start and intend to make the 
trip if any way possible, but the 
glaciers have never been fully 
crossed; one party got as far as a val- 
ley about forty miles in a southeast 
direction from Yakutat and were 
obliged to 1eturn, not having sufficient 
supplies to proceed. They reported a 
valley with a swift river, a branch of 
the Alsek. The glaciers could only be 
crossed from February to May. The 
schooner Augusta of Seattle brought 
@ party to prospect in the same direc- 
tion. They decided to try the fourth 
glacier at the head of Disenchantment 
Bay. They have been there since No- 
vember 23, and have got up four miles 
of the morain, but cannot get any fur- 
ther until the weather favors them, 
and the snow gets hard enough to 
travel upon, which they hope to do in 
six weeks or so. There are only three 
months in the year when the average 
miner could cross, although the Indians 
might be more successful. In July 
and August the snowcaps are so rotten 
as to render it most dangerous. Four 
men were lost last year in the Cook's 
Inlet district by either getting blown 
off or falling in the: crevices. 

“It is simply an unknown route from 
Yakutat to the head waters of the 
White River, with many hardships for 
the best equipped; one of our party 
recently found a man who had existed 
for several days on raw salmon. 

“IT do not say that the route is im- 
practical at the right time of the year 
and with proper outfit, but I think it 
would be well to investigate and not 
rely upon reports from Sitka, as that 
town is anxious to boom this route. 

“Sheepskin clothing is only an incum- 
brance, as if it gets wet it holds the 
water. 

“The most correct map is the United 
States or Canadian general chart, pub- 
lished by the government.” 

THE FUGARD PARTY. 

D. A. Speer writes from Lesser Slave 
Lake, which is about 300 miles from 
Edmonton, in the Northwest Terri- 
tory. He is a member of the Fugard 
party, which left Los Angeles a few 
nronths ago, taking the route described 
in The Times last September. The 
party was at one time erroneously re- 
ported to have been frozen to death. 

Mr. Speer writes, under date of Jan- 
uary 16, that he and his companions 
reached Lesser Slave Lake in safety. 
though they encountered many difficul- 
ties. They found many Indians about 
the lake and a few white people. For 
the most part the prices of provisions 
were found fairly reascnable. Flour 
cost $7 per hundred pounds; butter, 25 
cents a pound; potatoes, 70 cents a 
bughel, and hay, $8 a ton. Many men 
were encountered who had lost their 
horses, and who were turning back. 
Mr. Speer says that the trip tries a 
man’s pluck, but he expresses the de- 
termination to push through to his d°s- 
tination. He advises those who expect 
to take this route and who desire to 
learn ‘the prices of supplies, to write to 
J. A. Beauchamp, Lesser Slave Lake. 


OBJECTED TO A HAIR-CUT. 


Prof. Imber Found Guilty of Dis- 
turbing the Peace, 


Prof. Napthali Herz Imber, “apostle 
of the Kabbala and emissary: of the 
thirty-seven masters,” was adjudged 
guilty of disturbing the peace by Jus- 
tice Owens yesterday with as little 
ceremony as that accorded any com- 
mon transgressor of law. 

The trouble in which tthe professor 
finds himself involved arose over his 
style of wearing the hair. His kinky, 
raven locks @re virgin to the shears, 
and have accordingly been the subject 
of many a rude jest on the part of the 
common herd with whom it has been 
the professor’s ill-fortune to associate. 
According to the testimony elicited 
during the trial, he took the impolite 
references to his long hair in good na- 
ture until a drunken fellow named Mc- 
Donald undertook to abbreviate his 
tresses with a knife, which he said 
had been presented to tim by Uncle 
Sam. The professor did not propose 
to undergo a compulsory haircut with 
a knife of the Uncle Sam brand, or any 
other kind, so he made stout resistamce. 
During the scuffle he was hit on the 
rigbt eye, which “swelled up very 
high,” according to the professor's 
Statement, and caused him intense 
pain, 

All this happened at the Chicago 
lodging-house one night last week, and 
transformed the apostle of the Kab- 
bala from a man of peace into @ raving 
maniac, acconding to the testimony of 
the lamdlord, the night watchman and 
one of Imber’s fellow-lodgers. The wit- 
nesses said he would not stay in the 
room and keep quiet, so the other 
lodgers could sleep, but roamed about 
through the halls anathematizing his 
tormentors and brandishing a knife, 
with which he wanted to cut out the 
heart of the man who struck him. . 

Imber denied that he had-tried to use 
a knife on any one. The only knife dis- 
played was the ome with which an at- 
tempt had been madeto cut bis hair and 
with which he was struck on the eye, 
causing the blood to dash out and im- 
pairing the sight to this day. “Ze pain 
was awful,” said the professor, 
“but I must be grateful to ze Almighty 
zat ze knife did not go farther in. Con- 
zidering ze zituation zat I was hit by 
a drunken man and ealled a little 
sheeney only to show ze anti-semitic 
feeling, is it amy wonder zat I got 
angry, Your Honor?’ 

The court, while admitting that’ the 
defendant had great provocation, was 
bound on the showing of facts to find 
him: guilty. Firday morning was set 
for sentence. 

A witness upon whom Imber had de- 
pended to help him out of this difficulty 
mysteriously disappeared five days ago. 
He was @ young mining man named 
Lang froon Arizona, who had been stay- 
ing at the Chicago House for three 
weeks. He is reported.to have had 
considerable money and had been 
drinking.’ His baggage remains at his 


late lodgings, but his friends, who have

“I 
wanted service abroad, and I have been 
given it, but I confess I did mot expect 
to be assigned to one of the strategic 
points in China incase of an European 
war. 

“The post to which I go,’ continued 
Dr. Wilcox, “is thefcity of Hongkow, 
that some years ago numbered 5,000,000 
inhabitants. An insurrection, or more 
properly, a rebellion in China, cut the 
pepulation down to about one million 
The location of my post is such that it 
will be almost an axis in case France, 
Germany, Russia and England under- 
take to slice up and parcel out the 
Chinese Empire. In such an_ event, 
which is by no means improbable ac- 
cording to the dispatches, you can 
imagine my position will be anything 
but a sinecure. 

“My station is on a navigable river, 
and, as I understand, has telegraph 
communication with all the coast cities. 
Gunboats and even larger vessels of 
war amchor in its harbor and go up the 
river some six hundred miles. This, I 
am told. I have not been’ there and 
consequently can only say that if, as 
United States Consul, I should need a 
gunboat, I hop® the stories told me are 
true and that I can telegraph for a 
gunboat if I need one. 

“A mission to China just now,” eaid 
Dr. Wilcox, musingly, “‘is mot the best 
berth in the gift of the government 
by a whole lot. This I realize, but I 
hope to prove to be an American abroad 
as I have ever tried to be at home I 
have served Uncle Sam, civilly, before, 
and if I am to have a consulate in 
China, and there is to be trouble, I 
shall not be sorry to be where I can 
make the Stars and Stripes respected. 

“IT come from Champaigm, IIl., origin- 
ally, and have, as I said, served the 
government before, hence, so far as 
mere routine is concerned, I have no 
concern. I-sincerely hope there will be 
no trouble in China during my stay 
there, but I understand that my station 
is to be the terminus of a railroad now 
building frem the coast. If such is the 
ease I will umdoubtedly be for the 
next four years in a scene of ceascless 
turmoil, as my post will necessarily be 
made a depot of supplies. 

“Do I know anything about the Chi- 
nese? Well,” hesitated Dr. Wilcox, 
yes and no. T know much about them 
here, but the United States and the in- 
terior of China are two very different 
countries. However, I am going to do 
my best as an American and as a rep- 
resemtative of the United States. More 
I cannot say.’ 

Dr. Wilcox, who is accompanied by 
his wife, will leave on the Rio de Ja- 
neiro for Honolulu and remain there 
until the arrival of the next steamer for 
China. On his arrival in the latter 
country he will at once proceed to his 
post of duty and relieve the consul who 
has been in service almost a year

RUROPBAN CAPITAL. The London 
cotrespondent of the United States In- 
vestor sends that journal a rather dis- 
appointing letter in regard to the pros- 
pects of floating industrial securities 
abroad. Recent attempts in this direc- 
¢ion have not been very successful. 
Last summer the business of Steinway 
& Sons was offered in London, but 
hardly struck a_ responsive chord, 
though to Americans this name is a 
synonym of strength and respectabil- 
ity. Upon this the Investor comments 

OLLOWSB: 

yo persons may not find this an 
occasion for regret, but to every one 
who has the highest business interests 
of the country at heari, the indiffer- 
ence of European investors toward 
American securities is a matter of con- 
giderable importance. There has been 
an improvement in business in the 
United States in the last year, but con- 
ditions are not today what they were 
ten years ago. That buoyancy does 
not characterize the situation generally 


which was Witnessed then. There has 
never been a time since foreign in- 


vestors began In 1890 to call home their 
money that could be compared with 
gome periods which went before. Times 
have admittedly been out of joint here 
ever since the passage of the Sherman 
Jaw. 

“Pvyery one is sighing for the pros- 
perity of the late ‘sds. Not every one 
realizes how we lost that prosperity. 
We lost it by reason of our insane 
financial policy. That is, our queer 
currency laws caused Europe to with- 
draw its money, the withdrawal of for- 
eign money precipitated a panic, the 
panic sent a vast number of enter- 

rises to the wall .which were found to 

e honeycombed with corruption. So 
that, while European investors began 
by suspecting us. to be a race of fools, 
they have ended by suspecting that we 
@re a race of knaves. 

“This view of us is, of course, unjust. 
‘As political power is distributed in this 
country, the wise are not always in 
postion to have their say, even though 
they be in a majority. And as regards 
the mismanagement of our corpora- 
tions, it may be said that a little evil 
makes a bigger noise in this world 
than a great deal of good. But this 
is not to the point. We are now con- 
sidering, not what we think of our- 
selves, but what Europeans think of 
us. This is a matter which every sen- 
sible American is bound to consider. In 
one sense, we may not care what 
Europe thinks of us, but in another 
g6ense we are bound to care very much, 
because in order to realize our highest 
and speediest prosperity. we have got 
to obtain the use of Furopean money. 

“We must admit that the outlock is 
far from what could be desired. There 
is a danger that European distrust of 
us may be allowed to go so far as to 
‘become chronic. We are not giving 
vent to idle fears. It is now nearly 
eight years since sensible foreigners be- 

n to have their fears excited regard- 
ng the honesty and jntelligence of the 
American people, and their distrust of 
us is more acute today than at any 
time during all of that period. There 
seems no likelihood of a change for the 
better, prior to November, 1900, and for 
how many years after that date we 
shall be an object of international con- 
tempt no one may venture to say.

COMMERCIAL. 

CANNED WATER CRESS. Almost 
everything in the line of products is 
canned nowadays, but a decided nov- 
elty in that line is the canning of 
water cress by a Wisconsin farmer, 
the news of which comes all the way 
from London, Eng., the Fruit Grower 
of which city says: 

“A year ago a Wisconsin farmer tried 
the experiment of packing water cress 
in tins with a little saline fiuid and 
then hermetically sealing the recep- 
tacles. Lately these were opened, when 
the leaves were, it is stated found 
about as fresh in appearance and tasty 
as when cut. The farmer now intends 
to can water cress on a large scale and 
send the tins to the tropics.” 


CALIFORNIA DRIED FRUITS IN 
EUROPE... There is little doubt that 
the impetus which was given to the 
importation of American fruits to Eu- 
rope during the display made by Cali- 
fornia at the Horticultural Exposition 
has been largely influential in leading 
the German producers to call for the 
exclusion of our fruit products. The 
following from the California Fruit 
Grower shows the through shipments 
from California to foreign countries 
from June 1 to December 31, 1897: 
Cured fruits, pounds 
286,000 


These figures represent the export 
shipments which reached the eastern 
seaboard by rail from the crop of 1897. 
Estimated in cars of 24,000 pounds, the 
showing is of prunes, 361 cars; of apri- 
cots, pears, peaches and apples, 164 
cars, and of raisins 12 cars. Exports by 
Bea have not been yet compiled, but a 
close estimate of the same is about 
forty carloads of all kinds.’ Heavy 
continuous shipments have’ gone for- 
ward from New York and other At- 
Jantic ports which,’ it is understood, 
will aggregate a grand total of about 
one thousand carloads of California 
cured fruits exported to foreign coun- 
tries for the season of December 31. 


DUN’S REPORT. Following is R. G.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

GIGANTIC RAILROAD TRUST. A 
correspondent of the United States In- 
vestor, writing from Atlanta, Ga., de- 
scribes what are said to be plans for 
controlling the transportation facilities 
of the entire South in the interest of J. 
Pierpont Morgan. He says that for 
mearly four years plans have been car- 
ried out for the formation of a gigantic 
railroad trust, which, when completed, 
will control the transportation facilities 
of about all of the South Atlantic and 
Gulf States. The territory which will 
be absolutely under the power of this 
trust is included in lines extending 
along the northern boundary of Florida 
onthe west along the Mississippi River, 
and ending on the eagit at the Potomac 
River. It comprises the great manu- 
facturing section in the Piedmont re- 
rion of Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama, the agricultural districts in 
the tide-water portions of the States 
bordering on the seaboard, the mineral, 
grain and cotton-producing portions of 
that part of the United States and the 
principal centers of population. When 
completed it will be in a position to 
dictate rates of transportation, and un- 
til new railroad lines are completed by 
independent companies, will have most 
of the Southern States at its mercy. 

Even the United States Investor, 
which is not usually inclined to be criti- 
cal of trusts and combinaticms, is 
moved to remark as follows in regard 
to this proposition: 

“The article entitled ‘A Gigantic 
Railroad Trust,’ which we publish on 
page 177 of this. issue, is one which 
should command the attention of all 
those who are interested in the rail- 
road situation in this country. Our 
correspondent shows what fas been 
actually done thus far in the way of 
comsolidating certain properties in the 
South under practically one managr- 
ment, and if bis predictions as to the 
future are correct, the outcome may 
be such as to arouse serious considera- 
tion on the part of those interested in 
the study of future conditions in, the 
United States.’

Rn. T. WARNER WILL NOT HAVE TO 
PAY ALIMONY NOW. 


Ilis Erstwhile Wife Did not Conduct 
Herself Properly—Rich Ore from 
Corn Springs—Miners Killed by 
Wood Alcohol. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 9.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The sequel to a story published 
a few days ago in The Times was furnished 
today in the form of a petition, filed by R. T. 
Warner, to have a judgment, rendered about 
a year ago and touching upon the domestic 
affairs of the Warner family, annulled and 
set aside. 

In March, 1897,-Julia Warner instituted pro- 
ceedings for divorce against the petitioner. 
Peace had not prevailed in the family for 
some months, and there was a mutual desire 
to have the separation, that existed at the 
time thé divorce proceedings were, begun, 
legalized. The divorce was not granted, but 
Mrs. Warner was awarded $40 a month ali- 
mony and the custody of a daughter, aged 13 
ears. 

, Mr. Warner has paid the alimony regularly 
and on time, but in the light of current events 
he thinks that he should not kjager be com- 
pelled to do so and asks that the court annul 
the judgment rendered. 

Mr. Warner, in the complaint filed today, 
asseverates that Mrs. Warner has not con. 
ducted herself in a manner becoming a re- 
spectable woman, wife and mother, and that 
her actions have been such as to forfeit all 
her rights to ne tem and maintenance as de- 
creed by the judgment, and to the custody of 
the child. The complaint recites that for. 
more than ten months Mrs. Warner has re- 
sided with her daughter on Carter avenue, 
and that there were no other occupants of 
the house. A number of cases are cited when 
a man was seen to leave the house at late 
hours of the night. January 29, at midnight, 
a man was seen to enter the house by War- 
on the Watch dutside. 


ner, who w At 1:15 
a.m. the man was still there, Avhereupon- 
Warner knocked at the front door. No atten- 


tion being paid to the knocks, he kicked in 
the d&r, and found Mrs. Warner and the 
man—W ill Howard—in: the dining-room. 

The complaint further alleges that Mrs. War- 
ner makes a habit of idly frequenting the 
streets, attending public dances in company 
with her youthful daughter, and of keeping 
the child out of school much of the time. The 
petitioner asks that the previous judgment of 
the court, ordering him to pay alimony be set 
aside, and that the custody of the daughter 
be awarded to his mother, Mrs. W. St. Clair, 
whose home is at Logansport, Ind. 

The petition will be heard on February 25 
before Judge Oster. 

RICH GOLD ORE. 

V. C. Reche, one of the proprietors of the 
Verrita and Irene group of gold mines, lo- 
cated in the Corn Springs wash in the Chuck- 
awalla mining district, came to the city this 
morning with specimens of ore from four 
mines in that district, all of which were very 
rich and promising. The rich ore that he ex- 
hibited was from the Emma, the Victoria, the 
Bunch Grass and the Verrita, which:‘are work- 
ing, all told, about one hundred men. Two 
months ago there were scarcely @ dozen men 
in this camp, but the findings are so rich that, 
although there are no milling facilities in the 
colony, the men keep steadily at work. At 
present the ore hast to be freighted a c@:tance 
of thirty-five miles to Salton, the nearest 
railroad point, and with this disadvantage the 
mining pays. A party of men from Denver 
are now on the ground proposing to build a 
smelter, and other men have been making 
negotiations for the construction of a cyanide 
plant. Mr. Reche believes that when adequate 
mills shall have been erected there will be 
no more prosperous mining camp in Southern 
California than the Corn Springs.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


THEODORE R. PARVIN MURDERED 
WITH A SCANTLING, 


Robert L. Hill Claims He Killed 
Him in Self-defense—Prohibition 
Movement Growing—Town Coun- 
cil Meeting. 


VENTURA, Feb. 9.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] About 1 o'clock yesterday Robert Lee 
Hill struck Theodore R. Parvin with a scant- 
ling on the right temple, with fatal results. 
Parvin lived until 2 o’clock this morning. Hill 
is now in the County Jail, awaiting a charge 
of manslaughter to be entered against him. 

The tragedy was the result of a quarrel 
which has been brewing for some ‘time be- 
tween the parties. The scene of this crime 
was on the Los Posos, about six miles from 
Saticoy. Parvin had leased Hill’s ranch, con- 
taining 640 acres, Hill taking a positjon with 
the Union Oil Company at Santa Paula. A 
few days ago he lost his place, and demanded 
that Parvin should give up the ranch. Par- 
vin agreed if Hill should pay him for lost 
time and money loaned. Hill refused, and a 
quarrel resulted, during which Hill struck 
Parvin a heavy blow on the right temple with 
the scantling, knocking him unconscious. He 
left Parvin lying in the corral where the 
scene occurred, Hill's father was present, and 
when Hill attempted to strike a second blow 
his father stopped him. Mrs. Parvin heard 
her husband say to Hill, “Don’t hit me with 
that club,’’ and the next moment he was lying 
upon the ground. 

Parvin at the time had a hammer and a saw 
in his hand, which he was using in mending 
his corral. Hill says Parv.n attacked him 
first with these implements, and he only acted 
in self-defense. Parvin’s small finger on his 
right hand was broken by the blow, having 
raised his arm to protect his head. 

Hill was arrested about 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing by Constable Graham of Saticoy. He was 
at that time proceeding to Santa Paula, where 
he claims he intended to give himself up. 

In an interview this noon Hill said: ‘It was 
too bad. I had nothing against him.’’ He 
admitted having struck Parvin the blow, but 
insisted that he did so in self-defense. He 
showed a small scratch on his right wrist, 
which he claims was made by Parvin striking 
him with the saw. He also claimed that Par- 
vin hit him on his right hand with the ham- 
mer, but there was no visible wound. 

Hill is about 36 years old and is married. 
He has two children, a boy about 2 years old 
and a girl about 5 years old. When seen at 
the jail he attempted to appear calm, but 
paced the cell whenever questions were pro- 
pounded. Parvin was about 32 years cld and 
was married. He was a native of Iowa. He 
left but one child, a boy. 

A HIGHER BRIDGE. 

Several changes have been made in the 
specifications of the Santa Clara River bridge. 
The entire structure will now be three feet 
higher than at first called for. It has been 
decided to use black redwood piles. Several 
hundred of these will be used. The approaches 
of earth and rock were also changed. The 
original contract for $31,369 has been raiscd 
$5000, owing to these changes. 

PROHIBITION CRUSADE. 

The crusade for the abolition of 
saloons in this countv is now the tole 
for discussion fh this citv at present. 
morning. when Rev. R. T. Forbes. pastor of 
St. John Methodist Episcopal Church. was 
approached with a question, he said: “No. I 
cannot tell you our plans. ‘That is not «ur 
policy at present. No soldier ever exposes the 
movements of his general. However. I will 
tell you this: If you’ know any er all the 
temperance people in this city, you may 
know that they have a petition in their 
pocket.”’ 

When further questioned he raid: “Rev. L. 
L, Abbott is the leader and organizer of this 
movement. For any step that we take hav- 
ing any bearing upon the legal side of the 
question, we receive legal advice. From 
whom we receive our legal advice, I will not 
state. 

“This movement {s thoroughly erganized in 
a most systematic manner. Our headauar- 
ters are in this citv. The petition will 
presented to the Board of Supervisors at their 
March meeting. and a special election will be 
held in April.’’ 

Another prominent leader was also an- 
proached. He stated that che work will onlv 
be commenced when the clection rhall be or- 
dered. Speakers from abroad will canvass the 
county in a most thorough manner, 2nd public 
meetings will be held everywhere.

AN EASTERN JOURNALIST. 


Chat in the Corridor With Gen, 
Taylor of Boston. 

Gen. Charles H. Taylor of Boston ar- 
rived from San Diego yesterday on his 
way to San Francisco, and registered 
at the Van Nuys. Gen. Taylor is the 
publisher and principal owner of the 
Boston Globe, the leading newspaper 
of New England, and one of the great 
papers of the country. He took hold 
of the Globe about twenty years ago, 
when it was almost a wreck because of 
previous poor management, and by his 
energy and enterprise built it up and 
made it the leading newspaper of Bos- 
ton. The Globe’s circulation is 250,000 
on Sunday, and over 200,000 daily, 
which places it at the head of the 
Beantown procession. 

While building up a splendid news- 
paper property, Gen. Taylor thought- 
fully raised a family of boys to take 
care of it, and his three sons now man- 
age the business of the Globe and 
leave him to enjoy the leisure ell 
earned by a life of ceaseless activity 
and hard work. Gen. Taylor has been 
playing golf at Coronado for a few 
weeks, and looks hale, hearty and 
bronzed. 

“I have been in Los Angeles before,” 
he said last night, “but never saw 
much of the place, and never before 
realized the growth of the city. Los 
Angeles is making rapid progress. That 
is evident in her newspapers. I1 have 
been reading The Times daily, and I 
judge of the city by its leading paper. 
Such a paper could be published only 
in a progressive, active, growing city. 
But even so, it is somewhat surprising 
to find so large and complete a paper, 
carrying so much advertising in a city 
of 100,000 people. I shall see and know 
more of Los Angeles and Southern 
California in the future, as I expect to 
spend a large part of each year on this 
Coast henceforth.” 

The talk drifted along to the newer 
phases of journalism, and Gen. Taylor 
said: ‘‘The freaky and sensational pa- 
pers that have sprung up latterly are 
written and edited by a lot of young 
fellows, bright and keen and restless, 
who have no home life as a rule; no 
families, and therefore no sense of re- 
sponsibility to the community. They 
do not take into account the home 
readers, but they make papers for the 
café, the saloon and the crowd. The 
yellow daily paper has killed the police 
papers by taking their place and out- 
classing them in their own field. There 
is no longer any demand for the weekly 
pink criminal calendar. One of those 
. weeklies, which once paid the owner 
$50,000 a year, has been a losing busi- 
ness of late years, and I do not know 
that it is even alive now. 

“The end of it all? That is hard to 
predict, but the true newspaper will 
outlive the freaks. Perhaps as the men 
who make the freaks grow older and 
wiser they may cast off their freakish- 
ness and print clean papers.”

The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 3:15 o’clock.

the following report: 

“Whereas, there is pending ‘in Con- 
gress a bill known as H. R. 5359, intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
December 17, 1897, by Mr. Loud of Cali- 
fornia, to amend the postal laws as tv 
second-class mail matter, now there- 
fore be it 

‘Resolved, by the board of directors 
of the Chaenber of Commerce of Laos 
Angeles, California, that it is the sense 
of said board that said bill should re- 
ceive the support of the Reaypiesenta- 
tives and Senators representing the 
State of California in Congress, and 
that they should use all honorable 
means to secure the passage of sali 
bill: and the secretary of the chamber 
is hereby instructed to send copies of 
thie resolution te said Representatives 
and Senators.” 

The report was received and the reso- 
lution adopted. 

A communication was read from the 
State Board of Trade with reference to 
joining with ether counties to make a 
State exhibit at Omaha. The secretary 
was instructed to notify the board that 
arrangements had been completed 
whereby Los Angeles county would 
make an exhibit independently, as the 
Chamber of Commerce had called on 
nearly every section in this State to 
join them, and offered every induce- 
ment to assist in making @ State ex- 
hibit, but no section gave a favorable 
response. At this late date arrange- 
ments cannot well be changed. 

A communication was read relative to 
a lecture tour throughout the Eas? to 
be made by Miss Helem Keller, entitled 
“Picturesque California,” asking the 
chamber to favorably consider the 
proposition. The letter was referred to 
the Committee on Immigration. 

A communication relative to the anti- 
scalping bill was read and referred to 
the Committee on Law and Legisla- 
tion. 

A communication was read from the 
proprietors of the Souwh Pasadena 
Ostrich Farm, offering to supply the 
members with tickeis to visit the farm 
on Washington’s Birthday.
